“lightly by the Average modern woman, 
but do they embarrass her as they em- 
barrass the average man? - 

* These questions aside, a survey of 
‘London opinion discloses the same old 
theatrical line-up on the question.of 
Lord ‘Newton's idea as appears on all 
other censorship. questions. £ As a gen- 
eral rule, although the Lord Cham- 
berlain is sometimes regarded as being 
a. little nice in his objections, the 
ordinary run of managers and pro- 
ducers accommodate themselves read- 
ily to the censorship he wields, while 
the more daring brethren are always 

+ yestive under it. It is the same in 
this case, George Bernard Shaw em- 
phasizing the fact that nothing ever 
changes on the censorship question by 
jumping the fence and coming down 
, on the unexpected side. 

“Lord Newton does snot go far 
enough,” Shaw said the other day. “It 
ais silly to say that there should be 
only one woman on the Lord.Cham- 
berlain’s advisory committee. There 
should be-as many women.on it as 
there are men.” 

T, P. O'Connor who, in addition to 
his multitudinous other duties, finds 
tithe to be Chairman of the British 
Board of Film Censors, a body set 
up by the film trade itself and hence 
quite distinct from the lord Cham- 
berlain’s office, agrees completely witb 
‘Lord Newton. “One of the members 
of our film board is a woman,” he 
says, “and the success of our work 
ought; to make our example worth 
following.” ;

bethan setting of Londén’s stage 

censorship. The examiner of 
plays, a permanent official, is the 
only one.of the Lord- Chamberlain's 
numerous staff who concerns /us 
bere. George Slythe Street, an au- 
thor and a dramatist: of the sort 
whose work is produced by the- Sun- 
day stage societies, is the present ex- 
aminer and, glthough full responsi- 
bility for his decisiogs is naturally 
borne by the Lord Chamberlain, in 
actual fact. the work is done by Mr. 
Street in consultation when necessary 
with his advisory committee. . The 
committee’s names, it may be added, 
are never announced. They are: all 
men. Nothing more than tet is 
known of their identity. 

Mr, Street’s duties concern only 
and the ‘theatres. in 
which. “stage plays” are presented. 
They do not concern either music 
halls or “movies. London’s music 
halls are censored when necessary by 
the police or by the authority which 
licenses them, the London. County 
Council.. The .movies have set up 
their own censorship, in the board of 
Which T. P. O’Connor is Chairman. 
It is sometimes difficult to define just 
what a “stage play” is, but the genx 
eral rule. which the Lord Chamber- 
lain’s 6ffice long ago adopted is thht 
a “stage play” must present action 
and arouse emotion. Under this rule 
a ballet d’action, for example, would 
be a “stage play,” a ballet divertjsse- 
ment would aot. ' 

In> the British censorship . of 
“stage plays” two separate duties are 
carried out in the Lord Chamberlain’s 
name—the licensing of plays and,thé 
licensing of theatres... The former. is 
done within a framework of law which 
is comparatively ‘simple, the latter is 
one. of the complete and delicious mud- 
dies with which*history has burdened. 
these good-natured English. 

When the Theatre act of 1843 was 
passed the only -theatres which were 
entitled to present. “stage plays” were 
those which held royrd patents, and in 
Bondon there ,were only three patent 
theatres, Drury Lane, Covent: Garden 
andthe Haymarket.(in Summer only). 
The act of 1843 authorized the “ord 
Chamberlain«to license additiona! the- 
atres for the presentation of “stage 
plays” in certain metropolitan areas, 

in-Windsor, in Brighton and in other 
pris where the King. occasionally 
resided, but only for the period of, his 
residence. The specified metropolitan 
‘areas. were and still are the City of 
London, Westminster, - Finsbury. 
Marylebone, ‘Tewer Hamlets, Lambeth 
and Southwark:. Since the Piccadilly ' 
area fs in Westminster, the bulk of 
London's theatres (wa ‘are speaking 
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plays”) are still licensed by the Lord 
Chamberlain at fees of not more than 
ten shillings, or $2.50, a month.. In 
actual numbers, :the Lord Chamberlain 
now licenses forty London theatres, 
»the London County Council licenses 
six, and three more hold royal patents. 

The Lord Chamberlain. has no power 
to. enforce rules. at the, theatreq. he 
licenses, but in case of. “riot or mis- 
behavior” he can suspend. or revoke 
‘a. license-and. he can jclose a patent 
theatre. Parliament_has made a. num- 
ber of attempts to create a sihgle au- 
thority, presumably: a committee of 
the London County ,Council, over all 
London theatres, music halls, movies 
and. cabarets,,. but it. has never yet 
succeeded. ~ This. delightfully Eliza- 
bethan muddle still remains, 

The licensing of plays is a simpler 
matter, . It is‘a power which extends 
throughout Great Britain. Every pro- 
ducer, either in London or in the 
provinces, is required to send a copy 
of every new play and of every addi- 
tion to an old play to the Lord Cham- 
berlain’s office and tts production may 
be proceeded with if. the Lord Cham- 
berlain does not veto it within seven 
days.’ The Lord Chamberlain’s fee is 
two guineas (say $10) for a play .of 
three acts or more and one guinea 
for a shorter, play. 

Originally the censorship was no

doubt -wielded for the protection of 
the sovereign, but+it. has long been 
wider in its.aims than that. Dryden 
once wrote of it: “As Lord @hamber- 
lain, | know that ‘you are absolute by 
your. office in all that belongs to the 
decency and ‘good manners of the 
Stage, You-can banish from thence 
scurrility &nd profaneness, and re- 
strain the licentious.insolence of poets 
and -their -Betors in all things that 
shock pubifc quiet or the reputation 
of private persoms|under a-notion of 
humor.” Lord: Cromer himself, speak- 
ing-in the House of Lords. the other 
day, déscribed the present policy. of 
the cens@@ship as follows: ' “I would 
deprecate in tHe public-interest putting 
down in tabulated form exactly what 
the conditions are for passing a: play, 
because if such a schedule of condi- 
tions existed it would always be possi- 
ble for the ingenuity of the modern 
Playwright just to evade them. But 
generally, my policy is to. eliiainate 
any indecencies which, supposing thére 
were no censorship, would have to be 
dealt with by the: police and also to 
protect as far as possible the suscepti 
bilities of the community at large.” 

Lord Cromer went on ‘to add that 
“in 1923, my first year of offige as 
Lord Chamberlain, 596 plays were 





submitted for license and nine were 
refused; in 1924, 618 were submitted 


and nine refused; in 1925, 740 were 
submitted and sixteen refused; in the 
present year, up to June 9, 341 were 
submitted and twenty had’ been’ re- 
fused.” It is no doubt true that most 
of these refusals were prompted. by 
tlre same eonsiderations as prompted 
the refusal of a: license to Eugene 
O'Neill’s “Desire Under: the Elms,” and 
that the -purely®: political considera- 
tions which once caused “King Lear’ 
to be vetoed, while George: LIt was 
sick, and ‘“The‘Mikado’’: to banned 
temporarily in 1907 are not challenge‘ 
by. the modern producer.* Tt. ts. also 
true that, although in strict law: the 
Lord Chamberlain's duty ends with the 
decision ‘upon the script of a 
play. in actual practice the © per- 
formance of the play can be’ modified 
by an intimation from his office. This 
has happened ‘recently 1n the case of 
.@ play ‘laid in the tropics, the dress of

HE simplicity of “Nell Gwyn,” 

after. the. hectic and spasmodic 

efforts. of other pictures. shown 

durfhg the week, was. doubly 
- refreshing. For it appealed’to the in- 
telligehce and not the ‘credulity of 
those who watched it. There is noth- 
ing new in: “Nell Gwyn,” there is no 
masterly inventiveness in technique, 
it does not depend evén on remarkable 
photographic work. All the methods 
in it are thé sound, sensible methods 
of moving-picture making which have 
been known for'years, And yet it is 
an-excellent picture because of the 
smooth continuity of its interest and 
its veracity. 

None of the gymnastics of the aver- 
age director to produce some striking 
and bizarre effect are present, ‘and the 
story of the fascinating woman “who, 
by her sheer audacity and precocious 
charm, and wit, became-the leading 
actress of her day and the mistress of 
a King. whom’ she loved is developed 
with a sympathy and understanding 
which.command attention. .

All France maintains 
that he comes from Paris._ Asa mat- 
ter of fact he is an Englishman who 
looks anything but English. Which 
may be-due to his’ dislike for roast 
beef, 

Like’ most men, Albert™de Courville 
was born; educated and attained the 
age of. 17. And then, one afternoon 
at a quarter to. two, he decided to 
make himself a hero something after 
the literary pattern of Horatio Alger, 
whom he had never read. ‘There is a 
train which leaves Londor at ‘2 o’¢lock 
and ‘connects with the bodt bound for’ 
Paris. At fifteen ‘minutes: béfore that 
hour, then, Albert’ dé Courville phoned 
The Evening News. 

“Mr. J. M./Diek,” he requested of 
the néwspaper. operator, “I must 
speak to’ Mr. Dick. No one but ‘the 
managing editor will do.” 

After the tisual argument the oper; 
ator connected’ him. 

“Mr. Dick,” the youthful de Cour- 
bville began, “I am leaving’ on the 2 
o’clock train for Paris. If I. can see 
you about a position on your paper I 
shall return to London on Monday.” 

“I am always glad to see people,” 
replied Mr. Dick. ““‘Come in any}time 
after you return.” 

“No,” the embryo reporter. answered, 
“I shall not return unless I have a 
definite appointment.” 

Thus the appointment was made 
for young de Courville to be inter- 
viewed for a position on the staff of 
The Evening News at 2 P. M. on the 
following Monday. 

P. 8. He got the jobs for a little 
after 2 o’clock on the appointed day de 
Courville was hired as a reporter. 
Three weeks later he was fired.. The 
management discovered that he was 
interested in everything about the 
paper except: his own assignments, At 
his insistent request, however, he was 
permitted to contribute at the. usual 
space rates. Within two weeks he 
produced a. “scoop,” it being the days 
before standardized. journalism’ - had 
made this all but impossible. 

It was, in fact, in the early days of 
the English suffragette problem. A

He 
was given the position of special com- 
missioner on The Daily’ Mail, the 
largest and most powerful of the Lon- 
don newspapers._¢His assignments 
covered important Continental stories 
only, and for these he was admirably 
titted; for he speaks. Italian, Frerich, 
Spanish and not a little German. ;

It fs nothing unusual for ‘him’ to 
plan an entertainment from beginning 
to end, whistling tunes to the musi- 
cians while he sketches the’ routine to 
‘the dance instructor. He has an un- 
canny ability of ‘remembering | tunes 
indefinitely and repeating entire scores 
after but.a single_hearing. His judg-' 
ment as @ producer in selecting talent 
is substantiated by thirteen years of 
experience. 


In America we order’ our revues dif- 
freently and “The Merry World,” 
which the Messrs.-Shubert and Mr. de 
Courville are presenting at_the ‘Im-. 
perial ‘Theatre, has the touch char- 
acteristic of all his productions al- 
though it-is not entirely his work, but 
rather -a.-collaboration in which his 
ideas and style are developed. and 
elaborated ‘along the lines’ perfected 
in this country.

serious blemish. They. suffer from 
earthquakes and volcanic éruptions. . 
The malady {s chroni¢-at least. we 
have evidence that it hag been going 
on for more than 3,000 years. During, 
this time important cities and great 
civilizations have been helped on their 
way tq oblivion by sudden, violent 
tremblings of the earth and by lava. 


Famed in Antiquity. 


That the Aegean Isles should have 
achieved importance in antiquity is 
not surprising. This galexy, simost 
equidistant from the African, Asiatic 
and European littorals of the East- 
ern Mediterranean, must have proved 
highly useful to ancient. mariners. 
Because of their proximity to each 
other and to the mainland and he- 
cause of their contours, they ‘ntade it 
always possible for ships to keep some 
sort of landmark in sight. This was 
highly desirable in days when the 
compass Was unknown, ° 

.The islands were virtual bridges 
across the sea, connecting Egypt,. Asia 
Minor and Greece. It waa natural, 
therefore, that powerful and wealthy 
communities should be established on 


’ them. The oldest and probably great- 


est of all the civilizations of the 
Aegean Islands was that of ancient 
Crete, Its centre was Cnossus, near 
the modern Candia, which was se- 
verely shaken by the recent earth- 
quake. The museum at Candia, with 
its relies of monarchs who lved he- 
fore Troy was made famous, is re- 
ported to have been badly damaged. 
This museum contains hundreds of 
quaint old vases, rudely ornamented 
in gedmetric patterns, many. fantastic 
and faded mural paintings,. numerous 
sarcophag] and a large number of 
jewels and implements of toil. Among 
these relics, largely prizes from ¢x- 
cavations conducted by the. famous 
English archaeologist, Sir Arthur 
Evans, are many that were obtained 
thanks to the energy of an American 
investigator, Mrs. Hawes, whose work 
in Crete has been of. great archae- 
ological. yalue, 


The Birth of Zeus; 


Southwest of Candia rises Mount 
Ida, upon whose .slopes Zeus is re- 
ported to have been born.. Here. his 
mother, Rhea,. fled to. escape the 
wrath of her husband, Cronus, who 
had formed the unbecoming habit of 
swallowing his progeny. Having been 
duly delivered of the child Zeus, Rhea 

‘ Wrapped up a stone in some cloth and 
presented it to Cronus, who swal- 
lowed it. The baby Zeus ghe con- 
cealed in a cave on Mount Ida, . When 
he grew up he made war on Cronus 
and deprived him of his dominion. 
this according to predictions Cronus 
had so greatly feared, Zeus, whose 
worship in Crete soon spread to the 
other islands and to the mainiand, 
was held in particularly high esteem 
on the isle of his birth. His cult had 
for its symbol the double-headed axe 
found on many of the relics in the 
Candia Museum. 


The Island of Rhodes~which also 
suffered severely from the _ recent 
shock—was important in antiquity 
Here, in the fifth century B. C., the 
-Dorians from Argos, on>the Greek 
mainiand, founded a colony that rap- 
idly achieved: power and prosperity. 

Ancient Rhodes possessed celebrated 
schools of oratory, poetry, philosophy, 
painting and sculpture. It was active 
commercially; being the mid-point ‘be- 
tween the Straits of Hellespont and 
the Peninsula of Suez. ‘These were 
, the termini of one of the most impor- 
‘tant antique trade routes. 


Island of Delos. 


In 305 B. C. the Rhodians, just 
after a great siege in which they had 
successfully fought off the enemy, 
erécted a huge bronze statue of Apollo. 
This statue, known as the Colossus of 
Rhodes, one of the seven wonders of 
the ancient world, stood at the en- 
trance to the port. It was nearly a 
hundred feet high. Like all the great 
monuments’ of the Aegean that es- 


‘caped destruction at the hands of Cor- 


sairs, it was destroyed by earthquake. 
The giant statue toppled over in 270 
B. C., and the pieces of bronze ré- 


\pisthed whetk ‘they tell for aimest 6 


thousand years, when they were 
Lauled off by the Arabs on the backs 
‘of camels, 

"The tiny Island of Delos is at the 
‘ very centre of that constellation of is- 
larids known as the Cyclades. Today

ITHIN the last few months, the 

Luxembourg: Museum has es- 

tablished an annex at the Jeu 
de- Paume, to -show its - collection 
of foreign paintings. .The paintings 
have mot necessarily been recently 
chosen, but it is the first time they. 
have: been exhibited as a unit with 
the title “Section dea Ecole Etran- 
gers.” Many are dated about 1910 or 
1912—the:- date itself suggests the 
flavor. 

The authorities have heen moved, 
on the whole, to pick out the illus- 
trators. of each country, particularly 
those who put the pieces together into 
@ pleasant decoration. In this ability 
the English excel, especially when they 
add a pinch of the salt of caricature. 
The English department, therefore, 
entertains most successfully, with 
William Orpen as the reconteur, © His 
‘Café Royal” is delightful—tarnished 
gilt and warm plush, and the haze of 
a waterway sun coming through fog: 
Only the waiter is disappointing: he 
looks as though he were posing for 
his portrait—as he pours out a glass 
of something for a customer. 

Frank Brangwyn substitutes ro- 
mance for: caricature—by putting’ his 
subject through a‘similar process but 
changing the emphasis. His water 
colors of Morocco and Algiers are 
heavy with Bastern color, sharpened 
by the hard dry edge of each- patch of 
paint, Eric Kennington has stylized 
his illustration, adding a dignity to an 
already superb model of a woman of 
the bazaars.’

: A Decorator’s Exhibition. 


The two rooms at the end of the 
gallery, reserved for current exhibi- 
tions, ‘aré now occupied by ‘‘Sert,”’.a 
decorator, known in America for ex- 
travagant crders he has. executed in 
Chicago and Palm Beach. He is much 
acclaimed by the aristocrattc church 
in Paris for decorations he has just 
completed for the cathedral of Vich in 
Spain. The cathedral] was built about 
1730 in the baroque style. The paint- 
ings are to cover the entire flat sur- 
face of the walls—the mrocture will 
serve as a frame. 


The elaborate and rather pompous 
design, with tremendous flamboyant 
curves, will no doubt suit the archi- 
tectural style of the building. “A me- 
tallic light shines through the gray 
brown. and black paint looking as 
"hough it were over a gold-and silver 
leaf, with an occasional fold of pur- 
ple red oveh gold leaf. Unquestionably 
there will be less light in the cathe- 
dral than there is in the Jeu de 
Paume—a gloom -that will give the 
paint the tarnish it seems to need. 


The upper part represents life in 
Heaven, the lower, that on earth, In- 
termediate panels. present some of the 
great moments in sacred history. Té 
the right is the New Testament, to 
the. left the Old. In the centre, St. 
Peter and St. Paul support the church. 
The east offers its tribute of fruits 
and perfumes—thé west fruits of in- 
telligence. In the central panels in 
the nave are the Descent from the 
Cross, the Last Judgment, and the 
prophets closing their books. In the 
cupola are the gifts of God to man 
and those of man to God. In the eight 
tympanums are the eight beatitudes. 
At the two extremities of the transept 
are active and contemplative life—on 
one hand baptism, marriage, death; 
on the other the life of St. Francis. 
In all this grandeur, one cannot help 
being a little sorry for St. Francis and 
feeling that his is another story.

“These girls have learned what all 

-women should know about money= 
how to save it,” the specialist said. 
“It is women like these who will be the 
backbone of the business world m. the 
future. In a few years they will be in 
@, position, financially, td. take. the 
risks of, business men.” 

This-man told. of other women “who 
before buying stocks study the produc- 
ing and selling side of an individual 
commodity. They study the rise and 
fall of the market and other factors...) 
. A woman customer of one bahk has: 
made a study of the cotton market. 
She follows the rise and fall of prices, 
the weather reports, the effect of new 
farming schemes when applied to the 
raisirig of cotton. She is now a cotton 
broker, one of the few women to en- 
gage in this business. 


“Women are studying not only the 
home markets, but foreign markets,” 
a bank offiter said. “They study 
‘economic conditions in France, .Ger- 
many, Russia, Italy or wherever they 
want to place their money. Some of 
the women investors I know are fit 
to discuss the history of these coun- 
tries with historians of note because 
of their intense study of the subject. 
They know that money values depend 
upon the economic conditions of a 
_ country.” 

Courses are now being offered in 
various colleges throughout the coun? 
try to women who wish to study home 
and foreign market values. They .are 
taught how and where to invest . their 
money, and many of the students. in 
the financial classes make their Jife- 
work the study of stocks and bonds 
in order to be able to give sound 
advice to investors. 

Take a ‘‘Sporting Chance,”’ 

Old-fashioned financiers agree with 
the mpdern investors that women rapk 
high/among those who are. willing ‘to 
ta] sporting chance. Having in- 
yaa her fortune in certain securi- 

es, a wealthy woman became fright- 
ened when she noticed the first sign 
ef depreciation in her stock. “Méar- 
fully, she rushed to an expert” and 
asked for advice, He told her to sell. 
‘Without hesitation she sold her stock, 
‘preferring to take a small loss rather 
than suffer the loss of her entire in- 

“ vestment. This so-called spontaneous 
sportsmanship among women inves- 
tors is a trait they have newly ac- 
quired, according to specialists. 

To give their employes a chance to 
take the first step in investments, 
most public utility. companies offer 
stock for sale at reduced rates to peo- 
ple on their payrolls. Many firms 
give shares to their émployes as 
Christmas gifts or bonuses, Wherever 
women work for firms with the profit- 
sharing policy, gt own stock in the 
eompany. 

Stories ranging rena the tragic to 
the comic are told about women in- 
vestors by experts on stocks and 
bonds. 

“It is almost a ‘matter for psycho- 
,logical research, this trust that wo- 
men place in the financial advice of 
friends,” said a Broad Street broker. 
“Women investors will pay me for my 
advice, then follow a friend’s sugges- 
tions on placing their money in secu- 
rities for which he is the agent. At 
his suggestion they will put all their 
eges in one basket. I suppose, 
though,’’ he philosophized, ‘*women 
must learn by bitter experience, since 
their business judgment is, so newly 

_ ecquired.and #0 little tried.”

.. that many of them are poor losers. If 
they refuse to take our advice they

- The electrolyte solution of an alkaline 
battery consists of about one part of 
potassium hydrate to four .parts of 
distilled water. As the battery is used 
there is a breaking down. of the elec- 
trolyte solution and a gradual falling 
off of the capacity. -Unlike the lead 
- plate battery, the voltage does not re- 
main constant throughodt the course 
of discharge. ‘When fully charged 
each céll has a ‘potential of 1.4 volts 
and drops during use to 1.2 volts. The 
cells are tested by a voltmeter instead 
of a hydrometer. The solution should 
be changed about once a year, In 
preparing the electrolyte solution for 
renewal the potassium hydrate should 
be poured slowly into an earthen 
crock filled with the proper ameunt 
of cold distilled water and stirred 
. until the solution is cold, The action 
between the potassium hydrate’ and 
water creates heat, and an earthen 
' Jar is suggested to prevent cracking.

at Anacostia, D C., ooperat- 

ing. with forty stations scat-. 
tered over an area of 7, 000 miles, 
is conducting tests on the 25.6- 
meter wave length.” 

It has-been found that the 25.6- 
meter signals: are not audible in 
daylight within a 500.mile radius of 
the transmitter, but that the inten- 
sity is good in the zone between 
700 and 1,200 miles... From 2,000 
td’ 8,000 miles the. waves seemed 
more uncertain‘ than in the region 
within the’ 2,000-mjle mark. — 

‘In general,’’ said Dr. A. H.

which she was “associated” in the war 
‘are creating in Europe a difficult sit- 
uation. Recent debates in the British 
Parliament and the political crisis in 
France have emphasized the intensity 
of feeling arising eut of that situation, 
‘The more important of these debts— 
for instance, the British, the French, 
‘the Italian and the Belgian—had been 
funded. The period of liquidation, 
standardized broadly at sixty-two 
years, had. been determined., The 
ratés of interest had been defined. 
‘/ And, as it seemed, nothing was left 
to the future save the periodic pay- 
ments according to schedule. Argu- 
“ merit seemed to be at ari/end. 
’ But the assumption that a ‘settle- 
‘ment of debt in Washingtén would 
settle the debt elsewhere must now be 
dismissed as illusory. Even in) Great 
Britain, where payment in full’ has 
been made a matter of national honor, 
there is heard a demand for payment 
only’ in part. In London and ‘Paris, 
thére is the plainest of plain speaking. 
And the ustal diplomatic restraints 
are ignored. 
Legality Versus Equity. \ 

The attitude of the United States 
toward the debts is legally correct. 
But, in international finance, correcti- 
tude is not always enough. The fact 
to be faced is that.the war debts are 
challenged, not“in law but in: equity, 
by public opinion in Europe..

Potential Wealth of Meadows. + 


“For many years,” he said, “it has 
been apparent to people in -New Jersey 
that a vast amount of potential wealth 
and progress was lying idle’ in that 
section of the State a stone’s throw 
from Manhattan... It has been pointed 
out time and again that, taking Cen- 
tral Park or City Hall as the centre of 
Greater New York, the Hackensack 
Meadows are nearer to it than is the 
Bronx or Queens. These two boroughs 
of Greater New York have grown at 
an astonishing rate in the last twenty 
years. Queens, with the erection of 
the Queensborough Bridgé, i¢ bécom- 
ing a community of industry and 
homes. Yet the Bronz and Queens are 
further away than e lands across 
the Hudson. Moreover, these lands 
have scores of years of in ndustrial ac- 
tivity behind them; ships dock thete; 
more railroads have their terminals 
here than any other ‘place in’ the 
country, New York City ‘not omitted. 
But ‘while the rest’ of the territory in 
the metropolitan region’ goes on de- 
veloping and expanding, this ‘vast 
acreage remains idle. 


“It is always a matter of surprise 
and amazement to persons who see 
these lands lying idle right in tha 
heart of a terminal district. © They 
want to know what is the matter with 
New Jersey. We tell them the lands 
are marshlands, and small wonder it 
is they smile. Of what use are ‘inven- 
tions and drainage engineering if 
valuable acrés of marshland cannot be 
reclaimed to add to the wealth and 
comfort of a people? . Other States, 
other cities, have had their marsh- 
lands, and they have not permitted 
them: to lie. idle. Right here within 
the boundaries of our own State we 
have already shown what can be done 
with water-sogged land. Port Newark, 
which ‘is fast’ becoming an important 
terminal, sis built on reclaimed lands; 
Droyer’s Point in Jersey City is: filled- 
in: land. ' 

“"Why, then, has nothing been done 
with the Hackensack Meadows? The 
fault is primarily that of human 


nature. New Jersey has always been 


@ware of the advantages of this terri- 
tory. But the larger the territory the 
more difficult it is to get concerted 
action. When you have-one person in 
control you can go to him with a 
plan and convince him of its advisa- 
bility."When you have a hundred, and 
each of them is holding on to some- 
thing that. you need, it is not so easy. 
As a matter of fact, it is a good thing 
for New Jersey that nothing has been 
done in the past. If individual owners 
had improved the land in hit-or-miss, 
haphazard ways, they probably would 
have made: a botch of it.. As it is, 
We can now. study the territory as a 
whole, lay it out in a manner that 
will be of most value, commercially, 
industrially -and esthetically, for to- 
@ay and for the future.

“The main problem of the metro- 
politan. district today is transit and 
traffic.

We have 
the rivers, the Hackensack and -Pas- 
saic, whose combined tonnage even at 
the present exceeds that of the Pan- 
ama Carial. The question of reclaim- 
ing the land is not difficult. The 
rivers, first. ofall, must be widened,

By VISCOUNT GREY. 
£ are living in timesof great | 
disturbance. At the present 
moment the coal strike con- 
centrates the attention of the 
country uvon the difficulties and dis- 
asters it is causing. We have had 
for some time one disturbance after 
another. — 

“One effect of that is that our minds 
are constantly bemg concentrated up- 
on something very important, but & 
thing of the moment, and it is as if 
we were teoking through powerful 
magnifying glasses at one particular 
object which ‘we see very clearly but: 
which, precisely because our attention ' 
| is focused upon it, prevents us from 
| Beoing other things and taking the 

larger view. : 
I would like for a moment to glance 
+ back upon a larger view of things.! 
, The country seems, if you think only’ 
of the present moment, not to be in 
@ very good*way. But look -back over: 
the last sitty years. Has there ever 
, been sixty years of such advance in’ 
social progress as the last sixty years 
have been? ad 
Sixty- years ago there was no gen- 
eral system of elementary education, 
_ no certainty that any child was to be. 


taught even to read or write. There) 


' wag no ‘workmen’s compensation; no 
: health insurance, no unemployment 
_. Insurance; there were no old-age pen- 

sions. . The income tax, even on the 
richest incomes, was sixpence in the 
' pound, and there was no super-tax. 
‘You have got all these things im the 
last sixty years. 

Every Child Educated. 

You have a complete system of edu- 
eation—I do not say it sanunot be im- 
, proved, but it covers the whole coun- 
try; every child is educated, You have 
got workmen’g compensation, health 
insurance,. unemployment insurance, 
old-age pensions, and they are to a 
considerable extent paid for not. by 
placing increased burdens upon the 
poorer classes but by an increase .of 
income tax from sixpence to some- 
thing like 10 shillings or 12 .shilings 
in the pound on the very rich in- 
comes. And if you like to tranmMate 
the death duties into an income tax, 
on the basis of insurance against thelr 


payment after death, the income tax| havé today. 1 do not believe we can 


on the very rich incomes is. much, 
nearer 20 shillings in the pound than 
10 shillings in the pound, 

Now that is an amount of progress 
from the Socialist point of view which 
I am sure when I was quite young 
any Socialist would have thought to 
be out of the region of practical pol- 
iticg in the lifetime of the present 
generationsa ; 

Yet today we are occupied with the 
discontent that exists in.the country. 
That is Why it is unfruitful. at the 
present day to talk about past prog- 
ress, The real test of progress is: 
Does it bring content? The real test 
of the League of Nations, for in- 
stance, isi Will it bring security and 
reduction’ of armaments? Sod with 
progress. Just as in foreign affairs, 
so in internal affairs, if progress has 
not brought content it is no good talk- 
ing about past progress as if that was 
going to be any solution of our pres- 
ent difficulties, 2 

Three Causes of Unrest, 


What is-the cause of the fact that 
we have had this tremendous prog- 
ress in the last sixty years; and yet 
today are so occupied with discontent 
and dissatisfaction in the country? I 
think the reasons are three. 

The first is that since sixty years 
ego the expectations and the aspira- 
tions of the wage-earning classes have 
risen immensely from what they were. 
They have a measuring pole of their 
aspirations which is far greater than 
enything they saw sixty years ago. 
That is to the good, that is healthy, 
and the only thing I have to say about 
it is that it is not a thing to be dis-: 
couraged. Those who have influence 
should do their utmost to direct those 

‘ aspirations to objects which are in the 
immediate present. practicable and not 
to objects which are at present impos- 
sible. 

Progress has to be gradual, but be- 
cause progress has to be: gradual, do 
not let us discourage the aspirations 
which make. for progress. et them 
be guided and well-directed, and. -let 
their objects be gradual, but do not 
let the stimulus die down or else we 
shall become a dull and inert nation. 

: Mistakes of the Past. 


The second cause, I think, is this— 
and it is a very serious one. I believe 
the.statement I have made of progress 
in the last sixty years to be absolutely 
true. But if you think of the discon- 
tent teday; if you observe that the 
- progress made has not got rid of the 
discontent, bear in mind that the state 
of things sixty years ago, from which 
‘we have progressed, was exceedingly 
dad. 

It was then that the seeds of discon- 
tent were sown. ‘The generation of) 
today. is reaping the crop which was 
sown when the great prosperity and 
‘wealth of this-country was being in- 
creased by leaps and bounds in the 
last century. The responsibility, as so 
often happens.in history, for the dif- 
ficulties with which employers of

Lower Cost, Higher Output. 

The prosperity of an industry de- 
penda, a8 many things in. the United 
States have shown us, upon diminish- 
ing the cost ef production and increas- 
ing the output per man;. when that is 
done, the result is higher wages, rea- 
‘sonable hours and more employment. 
There are many industries in the 
United States which are instances of 
that. : 

People have told me that in the 
United States there are industries in 
which the men come to their work in 
motor cars, but ne employer has ever 
said; “Oh, these men are getting so 
well off that we can afford to cut 
piece rates.” They look simply to 
whether the industry is prospering, 
and if it is prospering thev do not 
care how high wages the mén ‘are 
getting, or whether they haye become 
owners of motor cars or not. ~~ ~~ 
“: Jf, only. we had had that in British, 
industry in the last hundred years we 
should not have the troubles that we 


get through them till we get th: 
sense of partnership; and that means 
much more than profit-sharing. Profit’ 
sharing does npt give the men knowi- 
edge, and it does not give the real 
assurance, Not till they are really 
associated as directors, are associated 
with the. management of an industry,. 
will they really know what is the posi- 
tion of the industry; what is essential 
to its prosperity, and will they really 
feel assured that the prosperity of that 
industry ts also the interest of labor. 


Distress After the War. . 


The third cause of our present dis- 
content, it seems to me, is the wh- 
doubted economic strain.and the dis- 
tress through which our industries 
are passing, or some of them. Indus- 
try has always gone through a diffi- 
cult time after a great war and the 
last great, war is certainly no excep- 
tion to the historical cule. We are in 
that time atill, and it is causing great 
distress, 

But here again I wish people, when 
they are feeling sympathetic about 
distress, would realize that the dis- 
tress now is not confined to the min- 
ing industry. The latest reports I 
have seen from dispassionate people 
are beginning to state that the feeding 
of the children fn industries which are 
outside the mining industry; but de- 
pendent upon it, the feeding of the 
children in some of those other in- 
dustries, is inferior to that which ex- 
ists in the mining industry itself. That 
means that the prolongation of the 
miners’ strike is beginning to bear

There is much tobe said in ‘criti- 
cism of mine-owners, of imimers. and;

the straitened circumstances of the in- 
dustry and the poverty of customers 
who catinot affori- to pay for the 
amount of coal which they used to 
consume. It is economig causes 
which are at the bottom of the trouble 
—the real cause of the trouble.. = 

Do not Jet us forget that. But let 
us ‘deal for 2 moment with one or two 
points which it seems to me conceal 
that fact from the miners themselves. 
There { think the Government Inte 
first Instance were to blame. A ‘year 
ago they said they would certainly not 
give a subsidy to pull the mining in- 
dustry through its difficult time, and 
within about forty-eight ‘hours they 
gave e subsidy. © m 
“What happened? ‘The sulpidy was 
given in the most. expensive way. 
Some of it went to mine-owners who 
did not need it in order tp keep their 
pits open; some of it to the for- 
eigner, by reducing the cost of expert 
coal, and the rest no doubt went to 
pits which would otherwise have been 
closed, or to miners generally. But | 
you may sum up the result of what 
happened from the Government's hav- 
ing first said ‘they would not give a 
subsidy and- then giving a subsidy; 
you may sum it up, not I think un- 
fairly, in this way.

An Unsound Impression. 

I am afraid that what numbers of: 
the miners feel today is that because 
last year, when they were faced with 
a reduction of wages for the closing 
of some of the’ pits, the Government, 
under pressure, gave a subsidy which’ 
kept the pits open without reduction 
of wages, therefore the same thing 
can be done again. That impression is 
not sound, and it is sure to lead t 
disaster. 

It is estimated (the Prime Minister 
stated fit the other day and the fig- 
ures have not been challenged), that 
the present policy of the executive of 
the Miners’. Federation of yiekiing 
nothing of wages and nothing of hours 
must lead to the clesing of so many 
pits that some half million miners 
would be thrown out of employment. 

When the dispute is pver—it is not 
the only dispute we have had—do let 
us get back to the ideas of men like 
Mr. Snowden about industry in gen- 
eral, and let us try and get it into the 
minds of the people -that the only 
thing which will save this country is 
good-will and cooperation between em-'

PYRAMID AT ST. IVES KEEPS AN 
ECCENTRIC MAN’S MEMORY GREEN

N the summit of a hill overlook- 

ing the little seaport town of St. 

Ives, Cornwall, England, stands 

a curious three-sided pyramid whith, 
‘when seen from a distance, looks like 
a church spire. Actually, it is a 
‘monument erected to his own memory 
in 1782 by an eccentric British lawyer 
named John Knili, It was originally 
intended as a landmark for ships, as & 
means of reliving local unemploy- 
ment and as a tomh for the lawyer's 


Born in $733, John Knill became a 
customs officer at St: Ives in 1762, 
Five years later- he bécame Mayor, 
and in 1773 went to Jamaice on be- 
half of the Government to report on 
the condition of the harbors. Being 
a’ Government inspector of some im- 
portance whose work required fra- 
quent journeys to London, Mr. Knill 


in 1784, and it was in this London 
resi?znce that he died at the age of 78. 

He’ jeft a ~Dequest, payable once 
every five years, to ten girls from St. 
Ives who should climb the ‘hill and 
sing the 100th Psalm at his monu- 
ment. This is commemorated in the

John Knill also bequeathed the in- 
come: of his considerable estate to 
trustees to distribute in a variety of 
‘prizes to those who should excel. in 
racing, rowing and wrestling.

URING the height of the recent 
boyeott in China against Japan 
and Great Britain, precipitated 
by the shooting.in Shanghai, on 
May 80, the writer and other American 
friends went into a remote tea house on 
the Yargtze. Seating ourselves at: a 
table we waited patiently for the host- 
ess to attend to us. At last she came 
forth and planted herself grimly before 
ws. “Are you English?” she aaner. 
“We don’t serve English.” 

“No,” explained my companions, 
“we are Americans.’’ 

Smiles, bows, patterings of feet for 
tea. ‘We serve Americans,” said the 
hostess pleasantly. Decidedly we were 
@ popular nation. 

‘What do they know of the dif- 
ference between Americans and Eng- 
lish?’’ I asked the ¥. W. CA, worker 
of our party. . j 

‘They know,’ she sald,. **what they 
are told by the students. Peasants and 
small tradesmen’ take the students as 
*their people’ and leaders. Always it 
has been so in China—the student class 
has been revered as leadérs. . They 
know the word that comes down to 
them by word of mouth and measenger 
from the centres of action. They fol- 
low it absdlutely. 

*‘Let us test just what she knows,’ 
went on my Companion and, turning 
to the tea house hostess, she asked: 
*“‘What have you against the Eng- 
lish?” 

‘"They ‘are not polite to our people;”’ 
came the’firm answer. ‘‘They shoot 
down our students in Shanghai-and 
throw our schools out of the city.*” 


“Hands smerican; Mind British.’ 


Yet it was American marines who 
threw the Nationalist University out 
of the International Settlement of 
Shanghai last Summer.

students the Chairman informed us 
all firmly that their building *‘*had 
been closed down by the imperial force 
of Great Britain,’’ that many of. the 
students and schoolmasters had been 
errested and shot and that. he hoped 
“Tt would report this to my country- 
men in America.’’

So the American Chamber of Com- 
merce of Hankow comes out -with & 
resolution denouncing Senater Borah 
for favoring self-determination in 
China; while in Peking representa- 
tives of educational and religious 
groups closer to the Chinese pass 
resolutions demanding that the State 
Department refrain from intervention 
around Tientsin. A former American 
Consul gets rich by joining Chang 
Tso-lin and selling him second-hand 
American army supplies, but far to 
the south, in the port of ‘‘Red Can- 
ton,”"™the ships of the Dollar Line 
anchor, doing ‘‘business as usual’’ in 
the native city, are cheered by the 
Revolutionary Government. 


America’s Influence on ‘Revolution. 


Wellington Koo, product of an Amer- 
fean college, says: ‘‘The spirit that 
brought the Chinese Revolution was 
born in the American mission schools.”’ 
But at present it is the fashion to 
trace any spirit of Chinese indepenri- 
ence to Bolshevist sources, and this 
gives rise te some odd: combinations. 
When flaming young Chinese, trained 
by the American Y. M. C. A., launch 
@® mass educational movement that 
later becomes a truly national move- 
ment toward abolishing illiteracy, 
some ancient university - President, 
trained in the view that only the edu- 
cated class should govern and only the 
governing class be educated, denounces 
this ‘widespread movement of shallow 
education as ‘‘nothing but Bolshevism.’’ 

China is perhaps the one country in 
the world téday where Y. M. C. A. 
dubbed . Bolshevik, 
though the habit everywhere is to use 
the term loésely. General Feng is a 
case in point. With an American- 
trained wife from the Y. W. C. Ay, 
and intro@uting as far as he may 
American Y. M. C. A. clean recrea- 
tion for his army, he is alternately

SALEM’S 240-YEAR-OLD DEED 
IS PUT IN VAULT FOR SAFETY 





original Indian: deed of Salem, 
Mass,, an invaluable legal docu- 
mént, hag been put into a new 
coat of armor. Since 1853 it had been 
hanging In a glass frame on the walls 
of the City Council chamber, The 
City .Government ordered a photo- 
graph taken of the original deed; Ihe 
deed, “a mest complete conveyance,” 
is to be placed in an especially built 
vault, safe from the wearing contact 
of the elements. -A photographic copy 
now hangs where -the original used 
to be. 


The ravages of time tive: injured 
the face of the parchment. At the 
bottom. are the hieroglyphics of the 
signing Indian witnesses, The nake# 
eye can hardly make out the writing 
in the body of the deed. Under a pow- 
erful . reading-glass. its. old English 
script can be read only with difficulty. 
Prior-to 1852 the deed was kept in a 
small. tin box. A report in that year 
fegarding the deed says in. part: “It 
suffered somewhat from being packed 
too elosély, and frequently folded and 
unfolded.” It Was referred to at that 
time as a “docunfent of remarkable 
beauty and elaborateness of execution 
and of tauch intrinsie value.” 


Guarded From Salem Fire. 


It had been in the possession of the 
Higginson family of Beverly from the 
time of its execution until May 25, 
1713. John Higginson was_one of the 
first six Selectmen ofthe own of 
Salem and a signer of the eed. When 
the town came into possession of the 
deed in 1713, it was filed in a tin box 
with other papers.

CHARLES W. MORSE AT 70, IS 
STILL ENTANGLED.BY THE LAW

ports. between Boston, . Jacksonville 
and the West Indies. The Mallory 
Line brought Galveston cotton to:New 
England factory towns. Morse issued 
$35,000,000 worth -of stock against 
these two lines alone. He also gained 
possession of the Hudson. Navigation 
Company, the Metropolitan Line, the 
New York and: Cuba Steamship Line. 
In one thing alone was he balked at 
this time. ‘To his ‘fleet of coastwise 
steamships and sailing vessels, he 
wanted to add the steamship proper- 
ties belonging to railroad. companies. 
In 1907 he offered the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad $20,-: 
000,000 for its -Long Island Sound 
lines but was turned down. Nothing 
daunted, but somewhat chagrined, he 
went on to other purchases. 

That he had powerful financial con- 
trol, nobody doubted. He was also 
credited with great acumen. ~ What- 
ever he did, it was believed he had 
the shrewdness to play safe, But a 
turn in fortune came in 1907, the 
panic year. .The books of the Nation- 
al Bank. of North America were 
ordered investigated, with the result 
that Morse and the President of the 
bank, Alfred H. Curtis, were indicted 
for misappropriation of funds.on Feb. 
12, 1908. Both were. found guilty. 
Morse was sentenced to fifteen years 
in the Federal penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Ga.; sentence was suspended on Cur- 
tis on the ground ‘that’ he was a tool 
in the hands of the financier. Morse 
appealed, but the sentence. was sus- 
tained. On Jan. 3, 1910, he left the 
Tombs for the prison in Atlanta and 
became Convict 2,814. 


Throughout his trial, his appeal and 
imprisonment, his wife’ stood out as 
an appealing figure. .The domestic 
life of Morse was as fraught with 
romance and speculation as was his 
public life. His first wife. died m 
1900. The next year he married Mrs, 
Charles Foster Dodgé, a woman who 
had’ been divorced in’ San Francisce 
in 1887, and had come to New York, 
where she opened a boarding house. 
It was here that Morse met her. 


When Morse was taken to’ the 
Tombs in' 1908, it was his wife. who 
collected the money for his bail, mak- 
ing personal appeals to men who were 
desirous of furgetting their connection 
with Morse. She succeeded, however, 
in making them produce the money. 
All her personal property and belong- 
ings weni in her fight to have ‘him 
pardoned... It was here that Morse’s 
family recognized her loyalty and de- 
votion and’ rallied to her. 

What with the efforts of - Mrs, 
Morse, ‘the influence of powerful of- 
ficials in Washington, and. the iliness 
of the prisoner, who, it was. said, 
would die within six months, Morsé 
was pardoned hy President Taft in 
January, 1912, three years after he 
had entered Atlanta. 

Bat one: year after his release froth 
‘prison. Morse was again an important

purchase was the Hudson Navigation 
Company. In'1913 its stock was listed 
at $18 a share on the market: Morse 
and his three sons by his first mar- 
riage bought, it in at $25 a. share. 
This was but: an entering wedge. to 
other ship company purchases. In 
1916 he was the head of a new com- 
bine incorporated’ in the State-of 
Maine:called the United States Steam- 
Ship Company. Several shipbuilding 
plants were added to this combine— 
one at Noank,: Conn.,one at Groton 
in the same State, one at Alexandria 
Va. 


Government Shipbuilding Contracts. 


When the, United States declared 
war in 1917 ships were at a premium. 
Among the shipbuilders who came 
forward with offers to take Govern- 
ment contracts was Charles W. 
Morse. He succeeded in getting four 
contracts, totaling twenty-four steel 
ships and twelve wooden ships. The 
contracts were dated July, August, 
December, 1917, respectively, and one 
on April, 1918. Together with build- 
ing ships, Morse contracted to build 
houses for workers. In both of these 
things he is said to have failed. Only 
two wooden ships, it is declared, -were 
delivered before the armistice was 
signed. No steel ships had been de- 
livered up to that time. ‘The story 
goes that it took the Morse plant 
twenty months to build_a steel vessel, 
whereas other firms did it in one 
month. Eventually nineteen’ ships 
were turned oyer to the Government, 


In 1920 the Grand Jury of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia indicted Morse, his 
three sons and eight others, charging 
them with having conspired to de- 
fraud the United States and the 
United States: Shipping Board-of large 
quantities of Government money and 
property. The indictment and trial 
dragged -for a long time. In August, 
1923, Morse and his- sons were satonas 
not guilty. _ 

Another Indictment. 

Meanwhile Morse had not been idle. 
With the ships and shipping plants 
that he had expanded during-the war 
he\branched out on a larger scale than 
ever. He organized the United States 
Transport Corporation and asked that 
the ships built by him for the Gov- 
ernment be assigned to his company 
for operation pending sale:' He now 
had two ship companiés, the United 
States. Steamship -Company,-organized 
in 1916, and the United States Trans- 
port Corporation. . In usual fashion, he 
consolidated both of these under the 
name”of the United States wipes i 
Corporation:

ST how early in the Paleolithic 
‘Period mankind ‘began to formu- 
»Jate\ rules® for predicting the 
weather will probably mever be 
known. One thing, howéver, ‘we can 
be sure of, and that is that long before 
the dawn of history rival: weather 
Prophets often came to’ blows over the 
question of whether the morrow’s 
skies would be propitious ‘for mam- 
moth stalking. | 
The quest of weather prescience. has 
been, through the ages,’ one of the 
most absorbing occupations of human-. 
ity, and it has always been a prolific 
gource of controversy. «Hence there is 
nothing novel in the ‘polemics that 
have been-waged on the’ subject in the 
last year or so,. though they seem to 
have received more t the ordinary 
amount of public attention. ° 
The recorded history of weather ,pre- 
. @iction 4s a long and crowded one, In 
the cuneiform library of Ashurbanipal, 
now preserved in the British Museum, 
has been found evidence. that weather 
forecasting was practiced extensively 
and officially as early as the seventh 
century B. C. The Assyrian astrolo- 
gers and magicians, who were public 
functionaries, were charged with the 
task of predicting a great variety: -of 
mundane events, including droughts 
end floods. Their predictions were 
based on “‘omens’’ of many “kinds, 
among which were certain fatmos- 
pheric phenomena, such as the lumi- 
mous circles around the sun and 
moon, known to modern science as 
halos and coronas. 


The observations of these phenomena | 


served, however, for predicting many. 

things besides.weather; and a drought 

or a flood was as likely to be foretold 

from the appearance of the liver of a 

gacrificial animal as from the aspect 
_ of the sky. 

The world has had twenty-six cen- 
turies in which to outgrow the mixed- 
up meteor ogical notions of ancfent 
Assyria; yet we hear every Autumn 
that rural sages in Pennsylvania have 
been inspecting the breast bones of 
geese to find out what kind of Win- 
ter we shall have. 


Palmy Days of Prophecy. 


Greek and Roman literature is: rich 
{fn weather lose. Much of this lore is 
mere astrological. nonsense; but it 
contains also a certain element of em- 
pirical wisdom ‘gradually acquired by 
farmers, sailors and ‘others who led 
out-of-door lives. Aristotle, Theo- 
phrastus, Aratus, Virgil, Lucretius and 
Pliny are some of the well-known 
classical authors who mention. the va- 
rious natural signs—meteorological, 
‘astronomical and biological—regarded 
by the ancients as prognostics of 
coming weather. 

Other authors, whose names are less 
familiar, compiled weather. calendars, 
recording the normal succession of at- 
mospheric events throughout the year 
—prototypes of modern climatic sta- 
tistics. \ The value of these calendars 
was much impaired by that fact that 
data used in compiling them were 
often derived from climatically dissim- 
flar places scattered over the shores 
and islands of the Mediterranean. 

The palmy days of weather. prophecy 
began after the close of the. Middle 
Ages. A new style of literature then 
came into vogue, consisting of small 
tracts known as ‘‘prognostica,’’ most 
of them written in Latin, each of 
which contained a prediction of the 
weather for a single year, prepared 
fin accordance with the rules of as- 
trology.. These predecessors of the 
almanacs appeared in astonishing 
mumbers. In the sixteenth century 
fully 3,000 publications’ of this char- 
acter were issued. One industrious 
German, Hans Virdung, published 
such weather forecasts annually for 
fifty-eight years. ' 

Expected a Deluge. 

An episode of. this period that de- 
gerves mention was the: much-pre- 
dicted flood of February, 1524. Au- 
thorities were divided as to- whether 
_ this was to be a universal deluge, like 

‘the Noachian one, or merely an ex- 
ceptionally rainy spell, with local in- 
wndations;. but in the scores of works 
published on the subject in. Europe, 
the fact that three planets would be 
in the watery constellation of -Pisces 

_ at one time during the month in ques- 
tion was declared to be a‘sure om of 
tremendous downpours. — 

These announcements caused con- 
sternation. . Everywhere. people left 
their homes and took refuge on -hill- 
tops, where they remained until the 
fatal month had passed. ‘The weather 
proved to be entirely normal—and the 
reputations of the astrologers appear 
not to have suffered in the least from 
this fiasco. 

_’ The popularityenjoyed by these pre- 
\@ictions for particular years was sur- 
passed by that of works of a more 
general character containing rules for 
weather predictions supposéd to be 
applicable at any time.’ The most fa- 
mous compendium of this sort was the

Jan. 20 was. not only the coldest 
day of the year, but’also ‘the coldest_ 
that England had experienced for gen-| 
erations. .That..one ‘lucky prediction 
made. its author \|famous. People 
flocked to. the booksellers’ to .buy 
copies of his almanac. The edition 
was quickly -exhausted, and the work 
actually. underwent more than fifty 
reprintings to satisfy the demands Of. 
the public, On that year’s almanac 
alone Murphy made a profit of more 
than £3,000; and the Winter ‘of 1837- 
88 was long -knqwn in England as 
**Murphy’s Winter. #? 

Almanacs ‘a Tradition. 


To the meteorologist there are two 
ways of looking at the weather pre- 
dictions that still figure in, many .al- 
manacs. The sticklér for literal truth: 
and accuracy. condemns them unre- 
servedly because they rest on no scien- 
tific basjs; but it is possible to take 
the more indulgent view that, in a 
great many cases, they are published 
merely for the sake of keeping up a 
quaint custom and in the belief, that 
they will do no particular harm. Ben- 
jamin Franklin, who was ene of the 
sanest of men and a first-rate meteor- 
ologist to boot, included the usual 
weather phophecies in his ‘‘Poor Rich- | 
ard’s Almanac."’ 

The prodigy of the one-man weather 
bureau crops up conspicuously in this 
country. every two or three. years. 
Persons who claim to be ‘able‘to per- 
form single-handedly more successful 
feats of weather prediction ,than: the 
Government meteorological service is 
able to accomplish with its vast and 
expensive organization, are always 
numerous; but it is only now and-then 
that one of them, of more than ordi- 
nary aggressiveness, becomes a na- 
tional celebrity. 

Similar manifestations are equally 
familiar in other -parts of the world, 
and many weather phophets were pub- 
lic characters -long before there were 
any .official meteorological’ establish- 
ments for them. to compete with. | 
Some: of these solitary prophets have 
been men of real scientific attain- 
ments. The great French naturalist 
Lamarck believed. so firmly in the 
control of the weather by the moon 
that, from 1800 to 1811, he issued an- 
nually a volume of predictions basdd 
on this idea. 

Rudolf Falb, whose name was a 
household word in Germany during 
ths latter years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, applied the expression ‘‘critical 
days’’ to the dates when the earth, 
moon and sun occupied certain rela- 
tive postions, supposed, according to 
his views, to be associated with vari- 
ous abnormalities of weather. This 
catchy phrase undoubtedly had much 
to do with the popularity of his pre- 
dictions, 

On this side of the ocean a prominent 
lunar weather prophet, ‘‘Professor’’ E. 
Stone Wiggins, of Ottawa, Canada, 
made a specialty of announcing ‘terrif- 
ic storms, which failed, as a rule, to 
materialize. Wiggins was active in 
the.’80s, and attained special notoriety 
through a letter he addressed to the 
President of the United States’ con- 
cerning a storm scheduled for the 
year following his prediction. ’ 

A Weather Controversy. 

So much excitement was aroused by 
this announcement that the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer, General Hazen, as the 
spokesman of orthodox metorology in 
this country, felt called upon to issue 
a public statement in which the im- 
possibility of foretelling the weather.a 
year in advance was pointed.out in 
vigorous terms. To thig the prophet 
retorted ‘by accusing ‘the Signal Ser- 
vice of taking the credit for some of 
his.storm warnings. -The controversy

+ New Era in Weather Prediction. | 


+ The invention of the electric tele- 
graph enabled weather prediction to 
become a practical art. A new plan 
‘was inaugurated under Government 
auspices, ‘first in France and soon: af- 
terward in other countries, whereby 
men began to chart the atmosphere 
from day to day, and thus, with a 
knowledge of what it was actually do- 
ing, to gqin Some inkling of what it 
was about to do.. A good deal of. infor- 
mation had: been acqyired-at a some- 
what earlier period, concerning the 
j domination of the weather. by travel- 
ing systems of revolving winds, and it 
now became possible to turn this infor-. 
mation to practical account. 

Since the pioneer days of forecasting 
from telpgraphic ‘weather maps. the: 
technique of the process*has been im- 
provéd.in'many ways. Nowadays near- 
ly “all civilized nations. cooperate by 





events that shapes the events of the 
immediate future. 

The whole scheme. is highly ‘empiri- 
cal and far from infallible. The range 
‘f trustworthy predictions that it af- 
fords is lamentably brief. Yet, as. {t 
stands, it is of such enormous valve to. 
mankind that ité introduction ranks 
with the most striking.steps in the 
progress of civilization—com 
for example, with, the advent of bacte- 
riological methods ig medicine. 

The rise of this system was a revolu- 
tionary ‘event; | whicit broke sharply 
with a past in which weather predic- 
tion was merely a department of folk- 
lore. or the province of cranks and 
charlatans. © équally revolutionary 
development in this field is now in 
sight, many rumors to the contrary: 
notwithstanding. Evolution _rather 
than revolution is what meteorologists 
are looking for. ‘Since, however, the 
evolution of the sciencés is, in our age; 
a rapid process. and: is. growing more 
rapid every day, the outlook is hopeful.

S the American villager losing out 
in his competition with the cities? 
Are - his. tree-shaded towns, « with 
their neat rows of lawns and their 
easy going ways, lapsing into. a -de-! 
cline?) To both these-questions many 
observers have. returned ‘an unquali- 
fied affirmative. The growth of cities 
is, it has been said, the great social 
Thenomenon of our day. ‘The smaller 
centres belonged to a past generation. 
‘Dr. C. Luther Fry, who has just 
published (through Doran) the results 
of a study made for the Institute of 
Social and Religious Research, has a 
different story to tell. Dr. Fry-finds 
that village population—by .which he 
means that living in communities 
ranging from 250 to 2,500 inhabitants 
—instead of decrgasing is actually in- 
creasing at a more rapid rate than the 
population of the country as.a. whole. 
The village is becoming —— impor- 
tant, not less. > 
Using the United States censug re- 
turns and supplementing them. when- 
ever necessary with population reports 
from standard atlases, Dr. Fry. esti- 
mates that there are 18,000 villages in 


the United States, wit a total popu=" 


Jation of nearly 13, 000/000. On. this 
basis, one-fourth of what the Federal 
census reports call ‘‘rural population,*’ 
and one-eighth of the total population 
of the country. live in- vitages. - In 
rame States the proportion: is larger.’ 
In the Mountain States.mere than one 
in five of the population is, a: villager; 
in the -West: North enteral States 
nearly one in six. 

Between 1900 and 1920 the number 
of American villages.increased about 
45 per cent: and the total of their. pop- 
ulation about 48 per cent. . During:the 
same period the nation’s. population 
went up but 39 per cent. On -this 
showing: not only were more people 
living in villages in 1920, but.a‘ larger 
fraction of the whole nation was living 
in villages. 


Increase Is Uneven. 


But this increase, Dry Fry found, 
Was not evenly distributed. In‘ the 
thickly settled Middle Atlantic .States 
it was comparatively smail,.. Here 
settlement had taken place early in. 
the nation’s ‘history, in the days -of 
_ the ox cart or the horse-drawn ve- 
‘hicle, and market places were there- 
fore close together. 

**With improved means of transpor- 
tation, particularly with the coming 
of the motor car,” says. Dr. Fry, 
*‘rural. people were suddenly enabled 
to travel far greater distances than 
formerly. As a result they no longer 
required so.many villages.’’ 

In the Southern States conditions 
had been radically different, partly be- 
cause of. the setback /caused. by the 
Civil War, and partly because of the 
plantation system. When this system 
was in full. flower each plantation. was 
@ little community capable of provid- 
ing almost all the necessities of life. 
‘With the breaking hs or the old plan- 
tations and the increasing” prosperity 
of the South, towns and villages de- 
veloped rapidly. During -the.. first 
twenty years of the present century 
the Southern States gained between 
83 and 124 per cent. in’village popula- 
tion, while the Middle States gained 
but 16 per cent. There were large 
increases, too, in the Mountain and 
the Pacific States, where the general 
population was growing with. the 
swiftness of pioneer communities. 

Where did this new village popula- 
tion come from? Some: was natural 
increase through the excess. of births 
‘over deaths. There had’ been a 
‘marked drift. of country population 
into the cities. Was there not also a 
drift from the farms into the villages 
and small towns? Dr. Fry found proof 
that this was true.j In 1900, an 
analysis of population figures showed, 
about one-fifth of the rural popula- 
ition lived in. villages, . In 1920 -this 
element had risen to one-fourth. 

Village Outstrips Country. 

“The outstanding fact,” comments 
Dr. Fry, “‘is that village ‘populations 
have increased much more than has 
the open-country population, Even on 
the most conservative basis, the fig- 
ures prove that between 1900 and 1920 
the number of people living in incor- 
porated villages incréased ‘nearly: five 


times as /fast aS the number of in-| 


habitants of the remaining rural area; 
while the atlas count shows’ this ae 
-ference to be about’ 1iine~ vld.”’ 

This means that the cities of 1900 
increased .their populations during the 
next twenty’ years by ‘wo-thirds, the 
inéorporated villages by half, and the 
open, or farming, country, by only 
‘one-fifth: In some. cases the villages 
actually grew faster than cities in the 
same area, 

A further examination of the ata- 
tistics reveals an even more striking 

‘fact. The greatest population-growth: 


has taken place in the smailer cities—j “Tending a’ watering station ‘icy

’ _ Meaning of Vilage Growth. 


“The fact. seems to be,” Dr. Fry 
goes on, “that, instead -of declining, 


| villages'are growing two and a half 


times more rapidly than open-country: 
Populations. This conclusion not only 
shows. the current belief that. villages 
are. steadily declining tobe ill-founded, | 
but. seryes.to give:a peculiar signifi- 
cance to studies of American. -villag2 
life, -Villages.are worth inyestigating, 
not only because, so. little. is known 
about them, but also because they are 
steadily becoming an ever larger ele- 
ment of. the. nation’s rural,population, 
Indeed, they are growing so rapidly 
that the question arises whether a 
considerable part- of. the exodus ‘from 
the open country is not to the village 
rather than to the city, 

“It may conceivably be-that America 
is at the beginning of a new agricul- 
tural’ era’ in which farmers, thanks 
to good: roads and the automobile, will 
come more and more to live together 
in-villages in -order.to enjoy. greater 
social advantages. ‘Be that as it-may, 
the net result of the various popula- 
tion. trend now-at ~work in American 
is for open-country populations to ex- 
pand far more slowly than those either 
of villages or of cities. . This: develop- 
ment will. naturally ‘tend: to’ give vil- 
lagesvan increasingly prominent place 
itt American. rural life.’’ 

The belief has been’ ‘that: the : wide 
use of the automobile would lead to 
the ‘growth of large ‘viHages at the 
expense of: the smaller ones, But in 
the’ Mountain, the East South Cen: 
tral and the South Atlantic: States it 
was actually the smaller villages which: 
grew the fastest, and in the United 
States as a whole the larger. villages 
had no marked advantages in the rate 
of their growth. 

. “It, may- -be,’’ Dr. Fry. suggests, 
“that in the future small ‘villages.will 
be eliminated through. the. competition 
of large .centres; but as,,yet this 
tendency does not appear to have pro- 
ceeded very far.’’ 

“Nearly half of the listed Anicricali 
villages grew rapidly between 1900 and 
1920.° All: but about one-tenth in-) 
creased at least.20 per cent. 

Types of Village People. 

After completing his. general study 
of the published census records, Dr. 
Fry made a study of the: detailed but 
previously’ unpublished «census .statis- 
tics of 177: selected villages, chosen as 
representative. With the did of these 
figures he endeavored: to:find out.“‘the 
kind: ‘of .people that live in villages, 
thé work that villagers: do for~-a: liv: 
ing,’ and the nature of the services 
that’ villagers perform.” Agricultural 
communities were chosen in order to 
simplify the comparisons, Even then 
one of the most important generaliza- 
tions resulting from the study was 
that farming villages are. by no.meanis} 
all alike. , 

-In-all these communities the native- 
born population: was in. the-great ma- 
jority. .In towns in-.the East, South 
and Central States the proportion of 
foreign-born whites ran as low as one- 
half of 1 per cent., and at its highest, 
in the West North: Central ‘States, it 
was only“11.3 per cent: ° 

other: ‘interesting.’,characteristic 

the high proportion of elderly 
people, as compared with those in 
cities—a factor, Dr. Fry points out, 
which ‘‘undoubtedly makes for social 
conservatism.’’. But: this proportion 
varied widely among different sections. 
For -instance, the Middle Atlantic 
States. had three. times as-many per- 
sons over seventy years of age as 
the West South Central States. 

The: figures also showed in many 
cases that there were more,girls be- 
tween ten and twenty: than there were 
under ten. -This is explained by the

Clably higher than in any other region; 
as is’ also’ “the percentage of ;young 
}people “attending school. In ‘addition, 
the number of boys under ‘twenty and 
of old: -people over sixty-five is. less 
than in the. other areas. Ali these 
facts point to. @. relatively high -eco- 
nomic standard. of living.” |. . 

Far Western Villages have éertain 
peculiarities of their own. One is the 
excess of men over women—a survival |. 
from pioneér conditions. Another is 
the high divorce rate—‘‘an indication: 
that Far-Western Villagers are not 
bound by traditional modes of conduct 
to the same extent as the inhabitants 
in other areas.’’ 

Small villages and large villages were 
found to. be much alike in most of 
their characteristics, with the: single 
exception that school atténdance for 
girls between seven and twenty-one 
was higher: in the smaller communi- 
ties. But behind this fact lies a sto 
of altered. ways of living. In th 
larger communities there are _more 
opportunities for employmerfit and, 
therefore, more temptation to with- 
draw ee from school at an.early 


age.

Steady Increase Shown in Real 


Estate Values—Twenty-five Per | 


Cent. of the City’s Building Total in Area of One and 
a Half Square Miles—Rise in Leaseholds. 


The Fifth Avenue Association, in a 
recent survey covering the first six 
months of this year, points out that 
since the so-called peak year of 1924 
realty values’ and investments in new 
buildings and alterations for the Fifth 
Avenue section have steadily increased. 
the many civi¢ improvements, euch as 
atreet widenings and repavings, zoning 
law enforcement and strict enforce- 
ment. of other laws affecting realty 
and business, have each played an im- 
* portant part in this development. 

Despite previous building operations, 
the Fifth Avenue section continues to 
lead in construction of costly residen- 
tial and office buildings. This area, 
which includes Fifth, Madison and 


Park Avenues and contiguous streets, 
has for the past years main- 
tained the high average of 25 per cent. 
ef building investments in Manhattan, 
although it represents only 8 per cent. 
of the total area. 

Report of building operations in the 
Borough of Manhattan since Jan. 1 
discloses that plans were filed for new 
buildings and alterations at a proposed 
cost of $164,114,406. The Fifth Avenue 
section, with its com tively smaller 
area of one and one-half square miles, 
has had plans filed for buildings to 
cost approximately $45,000,000. This 
figure represents only bare construc- 
tion costs and does not include the 
cost of building sites, which adds a big 
amount to investment.

reported to be paying close ‘to $50,000

ern Railway Company, which re¢ently 
took over the building on the northeast 
corner of Forty-eighth Street at a 
rental of $70,000, which represents an 
increase of 115 per cent: in‘the last fif- 
teen years. 

On the northwest corner of Fifty- 
second Street, on the site of the W. K.: 
Vanderbilt house, Benjamin Winter has 
started construction of his five-story 
store and showroom building: In, con- 
nection with this site it ig interesting 
to note that on May 20' last Justice 
O'Malley of the Supreme Court revoked 
the restrictions against the erection of 
business buildings in West Fifty-second 
Street between Fifth and Sixth Ave- 
nues, thus permitting Benjamin Win- 
ter or any succeeding owner to improve 
the site for business purposes.

DEMAND FOR ELEVATOR HOUSES 





~ Homeseekers in. that section of 
Northern Manhattan Island known as 
the Inwood and Dyckman area are in- 
creasing at practically the same 
monthly ratio which has characterized 
the growth there for the last four or 
five years. Despite a gradual reduc-’ 
tion of rents in the:lower part of the 
city, tenants in that district bisected 
by those two important crosstown 
thoroughfares, Dyckman and 207th 
Streets, have shown no inclination to 


move, Agents in the locality report 
that the large majority of apartment 
house. dwellers are long tenants. 

“Where one family moves there are 
fully a dozen to fill the place,’”’ say 
Volz & Maas, the Dyckman Street bro- 
kers, who from their original small 
frame office less than ten years ago 
could gaze upon the landscape and 
witness a score or more of amateur 
farmers hoeing and weeding their min- 
fature garden plots, which at that time 
were a characteristic and delightful 
feature of the tract upon which the 
Dyckman family farmed it for more 
than a century. . : 

“A garden plot is a curiosity now,’ 
said Mr. Maas, who imbibes something 
of the philosophical atmosphere of his 
partner, combined with a. practical 
vision for detecting prospective land 
and -apartment house clients. “‘‘Less 
than half a: dozen years ago many of’ 
the vacant plots were well cultivated 
and furnished a generous supply -of 
fresh vegetables for the tillers of the 
soil. Today, however, those sites are 
occupied by scores of five and six 
story houses, accommodating thou- 
sands of families, and it is becoming 
a difficult proposition to assemble a 
good-sized plot for a large building.” 

A walk around that locality from a 
short distance south of ckman 
Street to the apex of Manhattan Is- 
land just above picturesque Isham 
Park to Columbia University’s Baker 
Field, which borders on Spuyten Duy- 
vil Creek, the. northerly Manhattan 
boundary line, proves the truth of the 
statement. 


Active Building Centre. 


For six years or more the Dyckman 
section has been one of the active 
building centres of the city and prob- 
ably 90 -per cent. of the operations 
have been multi-family houses, No. 
cessation .is yet in sight. At the 
‘present time within the area ‘ men- 
tioned practically twenty-five houses 
are nearing completion or under con- 
struction, mdst of which will be ready 
for Fall ren Others which have 
recently been ed ‘will be ready in 
the Spring and‘ plans have recently 
been filed for several esa oe will 
take the early Spring migration. - 

It is interesting to note that of this 
number about ten are of the elevator 
typé, the largest number of that class

the more numerous walk-ups, are of 
six stories, but two or three nine-story 
structures are projected. 

The most ambitious operation of this 
class ‘now in progress includes six- 
story elevator houses on the north side 
of the terminus of Riverside Drive 
Feast before it Broadway. ‘The 

uses cover a frontage on the Drive 
of more than 750 féet just’ in the rear 
of the Dyckman district’s most inter- 
esting dmark, the little frame Mount 
Washington Presbyterian Church now 
ensconced in a hollow at the junction 
of Broadway, Riverside Drive and 
Dyckman Street. 

Plans are about completed, it is said, 
for the extension of Seaman Avenue 
from Dyckman Street to Riverside 
Drive, and when cut through it will 
take away the brick parish house of 
the church erected in the rear of the 
church edifice several ayant age This 
city improvement work will doubtless 
doom the historic church, which has 
stood there for nearly a century, and 
its passing will leave but few of the 
old familiar buildings ‘of/early Dyck- 
man days. 

Landmarks Removed. 

Directly opposite the church, on the 
northwest corner of Broadway and 
Dyckman Street, the great rocky hill 
upon which, until a few months ago, 
was one of the fine old frame resi- 
dences once so numerous in the sec- 
tion, is being torn away for a large 
theatre and business structure on.a 
frontage 241 by 128 feet’ and estimated 
to cost $750,000. Just in the rear of 
this operation on the north side of 
Dyckman. Street three iarge apart- 
ments were finished last Spring. A 
two-story yer has been com- 
pleted on. the southeast corner of 
‘Broadway and Dyckman Street, for- 
merly occupied by an automobile 
oil station. Adjoining on the lower 
half of the block is a large apartment 
and on Dyckman Street, adjoining the 
new business edifice, is a row of three 
new elevator houses opened for tenants 
last Spring. 

Plans were recently filed by BEB. C. 
‘Georgi, who designed the attractive 
Post Lodge Apartment, near 207th 
Street, for a six-story apartment front- 
ing 150 feet on the east side of Sher- 
man Avenue just north of Dy 
Street. For many years this plot was 
used as a tennis court. Like the larger

~ SITUATION SURVEY 


S. W. Straus & Co. Report.Good 
Conditions Throughout 
the Country. 


With construction conditions through- 
out. the United States being maintained 
on a basis comparable to the record- 
breaking strides of a year ago; labor 
in the building crafts is well employed 
and conditions generally are. tranquil. 
Some readjustments of wage scales 
have been made, especially in the 
larger cities, even in the face of the 
fact that wage increases in a number 
of instances were granted June 1. 

These are the outstanding points in 
the national building situation as re- 
vealed by a labor survey just com- 
pleted by S. W. Straus & . Labor 
disputes that disturbed the industry 
early in the Spring have mostly been 
settled without difficulties, although 
there is now a sharp controversy aris- 
ing between the plasterers and brick- 
layers over the erection of artificial 
stone, a field now being covered by the 
bricklayers in most cities, The plas- 
terers are trying to claim restricted 
rights in this phase of building con- 
struction.

Westchester 
Based on Plan to Utilize 
Land Features. 


CHEAPER AREAS ACQUIRED 


Sections Avolded Which Are Adapted 
to Proper Dwelling and Com- 
mercial Development. 


_Profiting by the experience of Man- 
hattan Island, on which, in the process 
of city growth, many attractive nat- 
ural features, such as streams and 
ponds, were obliterated, Westchester 
County will preserve and utilize many’ 
similar natural features in its park 
system.” Manhattan originally had 
physical characteristics very similar 


gto those of the lower part of West- 


chester County, but the pressure of 
population and city growth ultimately 
brought into intensive use all classes 
of land. Streams, ponds, small lakes 
and low: areas were obliterated by 
filling and confinement to underground 
drains. .In any general scheme of city 
development the use of such areas 


‘1fffor park purposes iz often the most 


economic utilization of the land. The 
completed Bronx Parkway presents a 
striking contrast, illustrating well-con- 
sidered utilization instead of oblitera- 
tion of a small stream and its nat- 
ural valley. 

In a broad view of the general de- 
velopment of Westchester County the 
basic problem from a-planning stand- 
point is to secure the divers benefits 
to -which various. lands are 
adapted by reason of location and 
physical characteristics. Given an 
undeveloped area, such an ideal plan 
could be laid out, but the problem con- 
fronting the Weatchester County Park 
Commission in the selection of park 
lands was to study an area of 447 
square miles between the Hudson 
River and Long Island Sound and 
forming roughly a funnel-shaped ap- 
proach to New York. ~~ 


Cities and Towns in Area. 


Within -this area are the four cities 
of Yonkers, Mount Vernon, New Ro- 
‘chelle and White Plains, ranging in 
population from about 114,000 down to 
27,000. In addition there are eighteen 
‘towns and twenty-three villages. The 
aggregate population for the county is 
425,508, according to the 1925 State 
census. These municipalities present 
widely varying aspects. 

There afte eommercially developed 
waterfronts and diversified industrial 
areas typified by Yonkers, Peekskill, 
Mount Vernon and Port Chester; resi- 
dential communities with their retail 
or other business districts, and outly- 
ing areas of vacant lands, practically 
unutilized since they fell into disuse 
for farming purposes, with the passing 
of Westchester County’s agrarian era. 

For, park purposes. attention was 
nat y turned to securing the cheap- 
est vacant lands. Westchester County 
has. a. great diversity of physical ‘as- 
pect, ranging from swampy lowlands 
to meatiows, sloping uplands and one 
cipitous rocky hillsides and ridges. The 
development and upbuilding. of cities 
and villages within this area have re- 
sulted from individual enterprise and 


eration of the relation of parts or lo- 
calities to the whole. A_ selective 
process has operated to ;utilize for 
various purposes the lands ha the 
most favorable natural charact ics 
and accessibility to water or rail 
transportation, 


Avoid Residential Sections. 


- Thjs process had left vacant consid- 
erable areas of lowlands and rough up- 


‘}lands, expensive to develop or inac- 


cessible for residential or other uses. 
Such lands are well adapted to park 
purposes and received first considera- 
tion by, the commission in designating 


park areas. The establishment of the 
park system ‘was undertaken before 
the pressure of growth had forced the 
utilization of more vacant land re- 
gardiess of unfavorable physical char- 
acteristics or location. 

A rapid process of. city . growth 
through the southerly portion of West- 
chester County has been evident in re- 
cent years. In the near future this) 
growth, even though it be of a subur- 
ban rather than the cong ed

him the opportunity through self-re- 
liance and self-denial, to help himself. 

“In the State of New York recently 
as a. result, as it, seemed to me, of 
cleverly organised propaganda . that | 
seemed to magnify the city’s hopsing 
difficulties, the Governor and. the 
Legislature were led to favor a new 
Housing law that gives unusual powérs 
and. privileges. to certain private cor- 
porations. 

“The legislation did not go as far as 
certain housing reformers in the State 
proposed. to go in committing the 
State to venture into this field. Never- 
theless, the law goes further perhaps 
toward the establishment ofa new 
policy in American legisiation than 
has yet appeared in any other State.. 

“A new. State department has been 
created. Now the experience of intelli- 
gent men who have observed in our 

States the multiplication of 
State activities and the increase of 
State bureaus, with the incidental but

BALLOON STATIONS 


Weather Bureau to Establish 
21 New Pilot Posts Along 
Civil Airways. 


| TEN TO BE PROVIDED SOON 


It Is Expected That the Remainder 
WIll Be Ready by November 
—Progress of Aviation. 


Included in the deficiency bill re- 
cently passed by the Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress is an appropriation of $75,000 for 
the Weather Bureau of the United 
States Department of Agriculture for 
establishing and maintaining twenty- 
one additional pilot balfoon stations at 
certain points along civil airways, in- 
cluding those operateg by and for the 
Post Office Department. 

The deficiency bill also provides 
funds for the use of the Department 
of Commerce in connection with this 
work, and the two departments will 
cooperate closely in carrying on the 
service. The Weather Bureau is to 
“furnish such weather reports, fore- 
casts, warnings and advices as may 
be needed to aid the safety and effi- 
ciency of air navigation in the United 
States and above the high seas, and, 
particularly ~along the civil airways 
designated by the Secretary of Com- 
merce. : 

The service desired is, first, infor- 
mation as to current conditions, both 
surface and upper air, along the sec- 
tion of the airway over which flight 
is to be made; and second, a forecast 
as to conditions over that same route 
for the next four to six hours. In 
other words, a pilot wants to know 
what the weather and wind conditions 
are now at all points over which he 
is to fly, and as nearly as meteorolo- 
gists can tell him, what changes will 
occur during the time required for his 
flight. This time averages three or 
four hours, but is occasionally five or 


six, when there is a strong headwind. 
Forecasts for longer periods are not 
essential in aviation. 

If a,pilot is to leave at 2 o’clock for 


him; what his experience has shown 
is that he needs information at 1:45 
P. M. as to conditions then prevailing, 
anda prediction, based upon these 
conditions, for the next five hours. 
This means, of course, that observa- 
tions will not be taken simultaneously 
at all points along an airway, but at 
varying times depending upon the avi- 
ation schedules. Special observations 
will be required of surface and low 
level conditions, such as visibility, fog, 
squalls, thunderstorms, and other un- 
favorable phenomena. Wind direction 


be determined by pilot balloon obser- 
vations. 

A glance at the post-office air mail 
map shows the chief routes that will 
be helped by the new service. Com- 
mercial aviation in general is most 
active over these designated airways, 
because of the convenience of landing 
places, fuel supplies, available air in- 
formation, and other considerations. 
The trans-continental route from San 
Francisc6 to New York is the only 
route now operated by the Post Office 
Department. Feeding into this are 
twelve contract routes, which include 
all the points where stations will be 
opened by the Weather Bureau and 
special service maintained during this 
first year. 

These stations are as follows: Chi- 
cago, Cheyenne, Salt Lake City, Cleve- 
land, Reno, New York, Dallas, Min- 
neapolis, Kansas City, St. Louis, Jack- 
sonville, San Francisco, Seattle, Los 
Angeles, Detroit, Boston, Miami, At- 
lanta, Portland\Ore.; Oklahoma City, 
and Cincinnati. The first ten will 
probably. be in operation within a 
month or two, and others, depending 
on the success of the Weather Bureau 
in procuring suitable equipment, it is 
hoped will be in operation by Novem- 
ber. . Eight of these stations are lo- 
cated along the trans-continental line; 
the remainder on the contract lines. 

Commercial aviation of many kinds 
in addition to mail carriers will be 
benefited by the safeguarding of the 
airways through the new service. 

Passenger traffic is relatively unde- 
veloped in the United States in com- 
parison with Europe, but is increas- 
ing as safety measures are added. The 
use of airplanes for express and special 
delivery of all kinds is tremendously 
varied. It may include almost any 
articles from truck garden products 
to jewelry. Three pianos recently re- 
ceived country-wide advertising from 
this method of quick delivery, but 
while such cases might be rare, the 
use of planes for sending films on 
motion picture circuits saves valuable 
hours and consequently greatly in- 
creases box office receipts. 

Other recognized uses for commer- 
cial airplanes are for forest fire pat- 
rol work and for distributing insecti- 
cides on a large scale in insect con- 
trol work. This method of scattering 
poison dust has been used success- 
fully over cotton fields, peach orch- 
ards, mosquito breeding places, and 
in numerous other ways. It has al- 
ready passed the experimental stages 
and is rapidly becoming a factor of

“The question may arise as to what 
happens after tenants have lived a 
year or two in one of the apartments 
and circumstances require them to va- 
cate. My answer is that they will 
have the privilege to transfer their 
right to some one else for a considera- 
tion, or we will credit them with such 
amount and they can participate to 
that amount in the property until the 
time when the principal will be paid 
to them, and receive interest during 
the time for the principal.’ 


TALL BANK BUILDING 
FOR HACKENSACK SITE 


Peoples Trast and Guaranty Co. 
to Have New Twelve- 
Story Home. 





The Peoples Trust and Guaranty 
Company _of Hackensack, N. J., began 
work last week on a new twelve-story 
bank and office building which will 
rank among the finest of its kind in 
the State. 

The new building will typify Bergen 
County and will be located on the site 
of the bank's former home, 212 Main 
Street, facing Banta Place, the bank 
having moved to temporary quarters 
next door in the Ricardo Building, 

The new structure is to be of the ap- 
proved typé of modern design and con- 
struction. The architects are Helmle & 
Corbett of New York, and C. V. R. 
Bogert of Hackensack. The building 
is 63 feet wide on Main Street, 170 feet 
deep and 73 feet wide at the rear on 
Moore Street. The main facade is di- 
rectly on the axis of Banta Place, 
forming an impressive termination. 
The design is classic, but strikes a new 
and modern note, The three lower 
stories to be used. by the bank are 
beautifully expressed by a Palladian 
treatment in stone with a fine central 
arch 14 feet wide by 30 feet high, form- 
ing an open porch or vestibule for a 
distance of 22 feet. ‘ 

This arch marks the entrance 
through the elevator lobby to the great 
banking room, which measures 66 feet 
wide by 100 feet Logg and extends 
through three floors, lighted by ten 
great arched openings, one of the most 
impressive banking spaces in America. 

Above the third floor are six floors 
of offices, each floor covering an area 
of approximately 10,000 square feet, 
but so planned as to be divided into 
sm@ll separate suites suitable for pro- 
fessional use. All offices are flooded 
with daylight, and the most up-to-date 
mechanical equipment, insuring per- 
fect service in all respects, is provided. 
The building is fireproof throughout. 

An octagonal crowning feature 30 
feet high rises above the general roof 
level and forms a rich treatment termi- 
nating the composition. The office sec- 
tion of the new building is guaranteed 
by the builders to be ready by May 1, 
1927. The banking floor will be occu- 
pied about June 1 of next year. 

An entirely new safe deposit vault 
will be constructed in the new build- 
ing. This vault, which will be of the 
latest and most modern design, will be 
a wonderful addition to facilities in 
Hackensack for, keeping valuables safe 
from fire and theft. It will be much 
larger than the present vault and will 
have a capacity for 3,500 individual 
boxes. All the protective devices known 
to science will be installed.

THE PUBLIC SERVICE | 


IN BERGEN COUNTY 


Records on Gas and Electricity 
Show Increase in Popu- 
lation There. 


Because gas and electricity are. in 
use in practically every home where 
the service can be obtained, there are 
few better yardsticks for measuring 
growth and development in a com- 
munity than figures which show util- 
ization of these two services, accord- 
ing to John L. O’Toole, Vice President 
of the Public Service Railway and Gas 
Company. Mr. O’Toole said: 

“Bergen County, which is essentially 
a residential district with a prosperous 
and. well-to-do population that de- 
mands all of the domestic comforts 
and conveniences that modern utility 
service affords, is a case in point. 
Here in the ten years between Dec. 31, 
1915, and Dec. 31, 1925, the number of 
electric customers of Public Service 
increased by more than four times and 
the number of gas customers more 
than doubled, while the electricity used 
reckoned in kilowatt hours increased 
by more than five times and the use 
of gas nearly tripled. 

“And a very large part of this in- 
crease has taken place within the last 
five years, showing the present marked 
development of the county. Thus, 
while the 23,033 gas and 12,194 electric 
meters in service on Dec. 81, 1915, had 
increaséd to 29,862 gas and 22,243 elec- 
tric meters by Dec. 81, 1920,. during the 
next five years the number had grown 
to 49,302 and 50,606 respectively. In 
other words the increase between 1915 
and 1920 amounted to 6,829 gas and 
10,049 electric meters, while between 
1920 and 1925 it amounted to 19,440 and 
28,363 electric meters. 

“Public Service. roillows with the 
closest attention the development of the 
territory it serves. In order that they 
may keep pace with demand it is in- 
cumbent upon public utilities that they 
shall at all times be adequate to meet 
requirements, and in consequence a 
utility such as Public Service Electric 
and Gas Company, operating in such 
a rapidly growing community, is con- 
stantly extending and improving its 
plant ‘and equipment, spending millions 
of dollars for this purpose. 

“In Bergen County electric, gas and 
local transportation facilities have 
been expanded and bettered and ample 
provision for the’future is being made. 
Just as the Bergen County Associa- 
tion, that non-profit organization of 
public spirited merchants, functions 
for the betterment of the county, so 
must Public Service operate. Within 
the last few months many miles of 
gas mains have been laid to give ser- 
vice to municipalities that were with- 
out it and to improve service in mu- 
nicipalities hitherto served. A new 
main has been built north from Tena- 
fly to serve, Cresskill, Demarest, Clos- 
ter and Harrington Park; another has 
been constructed from Hohokus to the 
New York State line, supplying Wald- 
wick, Allendale, Ramsey and Mahwah 
and additional territory in other sec- 
tions has been piped. 

“The, construction of a trunk main 
from the great new gas plant of the 
company at Harrison into Bergen 
County has been planned and to sup- 
plement the gas supply now received 
from Paterson and Jersey City, while 
a million cubie foot gas holder has 
been erected at Dumont to care for 
fluctuations in load. To insure de- 
mands, land has already been pur- 
chased for a modern gas plant to be 
erected at such time as the needs of 
the territory canhot be adequately 
met from present sources. 

“Similarly the electric system of the 
company has been extended and im- 
proved to provide adequate service. 
The great new Kearny plant ®f Public 
Service, one of the most modern and 
efficient in the world, has ample 
capacity to meet Bergen’s require- 
ments for,years to come, and trans- 
mission and distribution facilities are 
constantly being added to." 





ZONING LAWS TEN-YEAR RECORD— 
20,000 CASES PRESENTED TO BOARD 





Zoning in New York City will cele- 
brate its tenth anniversary tomorrow. 
During this period the character of 
many sections of the city have under- 
gone radical changes, but despite these 
changes the high type of building has 
lifted the general standard of esn- 
struction to the enviable position where 


‘New York City stands second to none. 


This is all the more remarkable when 
due consideration is given to the great 
congestion existing throughout Man- 
hattan, where space limitations have 
crowded business, residential and man- 
ufacturing districts into the area of a 
few square miles. 

The marked degree of success which 
zoning has experienced in Manhattan 
is due largely to the application of the 
law and its flexibility as provided by 
the Board of Standards and Appeals, 


which has power to vary within limita- 
tions the zoning law, labor law and 
building law. The board during its 
ten years of existence has had a total 
of more than 20,000 cases where varia- 
tions were asked. Of these 20,000 cases 
about 17,000 have been disposed of. 

William E. Walsh, Chairman of the 
Board of Standards and Appeals, in 
commenting on the tenth year of suc- 
cessful zoning said: 

“In the light of experience gained 
and knowledge acquired in places 
where zoning regulations have been 
adopted, it has become evident that 
model zoning must be differentiated 
from efficient zoning. 

“New York City and the older cities 
of the East have many streets the lay- 
out of which it would seem had their 
origin in stage coach routes and éven 
cow paths. These cities grew up as 
they happened; but Western commu- 
nities, having undeveloped sections to 
plan for and. having seen the mistake 
of chance development, laid their 
streets out in rectangular plan, and 
thus eliminated the inconvenience and 
perplexity of winding streets which 
often double upon themselves and 
cause confusion to natives as well 
as to visitors. 

“Some sections, of course, developed 
under a handicap because of their 
own topography. Manhattan Island, 
for instance, being long and narrow 
and having its chief business centre 
at the extreme lower end, developed its 
land very intensively, and the conges- 
tion caused by. skyscrapers has now 
become an acute problem. Some of 
New York’s tall buildings house as 
many persons. during business hours 
as are to be found in good sized vil- 
lages throughout the State, and this, 
combined with what might be called 
one-way travel, downtown in the 
morning and uptown in the evening, 
does not furnish an example to be 
followed. 

“Just as Western communities 
planned a careful and convenient street 
layout, profiting by existing.conditions, 
demonstrating in the Hast that hap- 
hazard streets, picturesque in the be- 
ginning, were very far from desirable 
as population increased, so the only 
hope of model zoning lies in communi- 
ties as yet undeveloped or only sparse- 
ly settled. 

“Zoning districts and limits, of 
course, could not be laid down as street 
lines could be. Were that so it would 
all be a very simple matter. In unde- 
veloped sections the pioneer must be 
allowed reasonable tatitude in develop- 
ing and using the land for the purpose 
for which he bought it, so about the 
only safeguarding restrictions that can 
be placed on undeveloped sections is to 
require that factories and more or less 
obnoxious but necessary activities 
shall develop in locations accessible 
to transportation. Even thim restric- 
tion must be carefully planned so that 
the business use incidental to railroad 
stations on lines of travel shall not 
be hampered in development, 

“In planning any kind of zoning regu- 
lation the chief difficulty to be coped 
with is that each individual property 
owner wants to so use and develop his 
land as to secure for himself the great- 
est possible return on his investment 
regardless of the effect of his proposed 
development on’ the value of other 
properties or on the character of the 
neighborhood. Therefore, any efficient 
zoning system, while making provision 
against marked injustice to individual 
owners, must be planned for the great- 
est good of the greatest number and 





so that public health, safety and the 
general welfare may be secured. 

“Zoning regulation is now celebrating 
its tenth anniversary in New York 
City and seems to have worked out 
more successfully here than in many 
other places where it has been tried, 
and so it might reasonably be con- 
sidered an efficient zoning system. 
The reason for its successful operation 
here is undoubtedly the- exhaustive in- 
vestigation and painstaking and thor- 
ough, study made by the commission 
which laid its foundation and framed 
its workable ee 

“There is probably no: other city in 


the world which presented a more. 


complex problem, involving a greater 
variety of needs, when it came to 
mapping it into zones restricted in 
certain particulars than did New York 
City. Yet after all this period there 
are only a few changes under consid- 
eration to make the law more flexible 
and to take care of conditions which 
arose or became accentuated subse- 
quent to the adoption of the present 
zoning law. Zone planning which has 
been comprehensive enough and far- 
seeing enough to prove “workable and 
equitable in so congested and cosmo- 
politan a city as New York may be 
) eraretangen to contain the essential 
eatures of an efficient zoning system; 
and I mention in this particular that 
the amendments strengthening the re- 
strictions outnumber the _ relaxing 
amendments by more than three to 
one, 

“Zoning was authorized under the po- 
lice power of the State, and the initial 
step was the delegation by the State 
of its authority to the Board of Bsti- 
mate to adopt zoning regulations, The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
clothed with this authority, indicated 
on the city maps the use designation, 
height designation and area designa- 
tion applicable to every. street in New 
York City. 

“The use designations—‘residential,’ 
‘business’ and ‘unrestrieted’—are self- 
rey daaggn! & Residential districts are 
those in which may be erected private 
dwellings, apartment houses, clubs, 
hotels and various types of. public util- 
ity buildings. Business districts are 
those wherein property may be devel- 
oped and used for commercial activi- 
ties and to a limited extent for inof- 
fensive manufacture. Unrestricted dis- 
tricts are those wherein any kind of 
developments are permitted. 

Where mixed development existed, 
the Board of Estimate endeavored to 
reclaim to the more restricted use 
streets only slightly invaded by unde- 
sirable or incongruous use. The ideal 
plan is to keep residential sections as 
far as possible from factory develop- 
ment and where conditions permit to 
have a business district as a buffer in 
between. 

“The residential districts have been 
divided into five classes, each a little 
more restrictive by reason of limitation 
as to the extent to*which the plot may 
be built on. It was at first thought 
that the requirement of open spaces, 
courts and height limitations would 
make the regulation rigid enough and 
flexible enough to insure fine residen- 
tial districts. The coming of the multi- 
family house, however, has influenced 
this development. 

“Under the zoning regulations the 
term ‘business use’ applies to all 
kinds of business. Recently, however, 


‘there has been a movement started to 


add another designation to those 
already specified in the Zone law, 
namely, a. ‘retail district.” Many 
high-class department stores and spe- 
cialty shops have iocated in the same 
general section of the city, and now 
there is a concerted movement to have 
no other kind of development in these 
sections. d 

“One of the most difficult problems 
to be solved under zoning regulations 
is where shall automobiles be housed. 
No method has as yet been devised to 
solve this problem and the man who 
can offer a workable solution deserves 
to be hailed as a genius. 


“Every zoning law to stand the test 
of approval by the courts must take 
cognizance of existing uses and of the 
right to extend such uses with the 
growth of business and the right to 
change from a use that has become 
obsolete to its natural successor. The 
New York City Zoning law has been 
tested out in its various provisions in 
the various courts and has been up- 
held because of its flexibility and be- 
cause the law makes provision for a 
Board of Appeals to hear -applica- 
tions for relief in specific instances.’”’ 





NEW YORK’S CROWTH 
AIDS CONNECTICUT 


Real Estate Values Have: In- 
creased on a Large Scale in 
Southern Part of State. 


Consistent growth of greater New 
York City, and consequent expansion 
of the metropolitan area, has been 
attended by increases in Southern Con- 
necticut realty values,. ranging as 
high as fifty and one hun@red per 
cent. in five years, it was shown in a 
survey made public yesterday by the 
Premier Guaranteed Mortgage Bond 
Corporation. An average increase of 
about thirty per cent. was noted in 
the survey, this increase being slightly 
in advance of population growth, The 
figures of the survey were compiled 
by John J. Lewis, President of the 
Southern Connecticut: Mortgage Com- 
pany, which is a subsidiary of the 
Premier corporation. 

The growth of New York City was 
found to have had a double effect on 
the Connecticut district. Not only has 
it gained as a commuting section, but 
it has also acquired a number of in- 
dustries demanding locations near 
New York but with more space than 
is feasible in the city. Improved labor 
supply together with favorable hous- 
ing conditions have contributed to this 
increase. 

Striking instances of enhanced prop- 
erty values were found in the more 
recently built up residential areas. 
Figures on the tax rolls of the town 
of Stamford, which may be taken as 
a criterion of the district, substantiated 
the conclusion of the survey as to 
gains in value. 

Along one avenue, for instance, fifty- 
foot lots, which in 1924 were assessed 
at $500 exclusive of improvements, are 
listed at $750 today, an increase of 
fifty per cent. It ig explained that 
this increase really covers a five-year 
period, inasmuch ag the present 
figures (fixed in 1925) represent the 
first revision since 1920. 

Stamford avenue lots of 100 feet, 
listed at $2,000 a few years ago, before 
the section was built up, are figured 
now at $3,900, a 99 per cent. gain. On 
Ocean Drive West 100-foot lots have 
advanced fifty per cent., to $3,000. On 
North Stamford Road fifty-foot ‘lo 
have scored proportionate ss 
going from $200 te $300. Courtland 
Avenue lots of fifty feet have gained 
sixty-nine per cent., rising from $600 
to $1,015. In each case, it is pointed 
out, actual values are greater than the 
assessments for tax purposes. 

That the advance is shared by prac- 
tically all Stamford property is shown 
by the grand list of assessments for 
town and city, The city list grew from 
$49,301,329 in 1920 to $60,850,611 in 
1924 and $82,270,200 in 1925. The 1925 
figure represents a gain of sixty-six 
per cent. over 1920. The town list, in- 
cluding territory beyond the city itself, 
advanced from $59,380,899 in 1920 to 
$74,093,462 in 1924 and $101,069,439 in 
1925, an increase of seventy-two per 
cent. in five years. 


NEW FARMINGDALE PROJECT. 


Amos Baldwin Organization In Long 
Island Development. 

The growth of Farmingdale, 8. I., 
from a population of 2,300 to 4,025 is 
largely attributed to the unprecedented 
suburban development in Nassau 
County. More than 100 new buildings 
have been erected in the village in the 
last year. 

This increase has encouraged Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn developers. The 
newest development is by the Amos 
Baldwin organization, whose property 
consists of about 500 lots along the 
Farmingdale-Babylon Turnpike and 
Fulton Street, one of the principal 
thoroughfares of the village. The tract 
is ready for home building and many 
of the lots recently sold will soon be 
improved with homes. The Baldwin 
section is located three blocks from 
the business street and six blocks from 
the railroad station. 











undoubtedly represents the strongest 
kind of backlog for the whole real 


estate business, whereas such specula- 


tive purchasing would indicate the ex- 
istence of an inherent, underlying 


weakness that would eventually make 


itself - felt. 

“As a matter of fact,”” Mr. Moore 
continued, “the past few years have 
seen a marked change. in. the real 
estate world and in the attitude of the 
public toward real estate. There is 
now more interest in real property and 
in mortgage bonds than ever before. 

“For the greater investment in land 
and buildings several developments are 
responsible—one of the principal ones 
being the increased liquidity of such 
possessions, due to the wider interest 
held by the money. possessing public, 
and the notably larger amount of 
funds available. Hs : 

‘Until seven or eight years ago most 
people were afraid to buy real: estate 
because they felt they would probably 
be unable to sell when desired, All this 
has been changed, however, and nowa-. 
days it is easy to dispose of almost 
any property at a reasonable figure. 

“Another factor has been, of course, 
the rapidly increasing population, 
which must have places to work in 
as well as living accommodations, and 
then, too, there is the growing realiza- 
tion that unimproved areas (in the 
larger cities where they are needed) 
are rapidly becoming scarce and can 
never be increased to any appreciable 
extent. 

“So far as the sale of one and two 
family dwellings is concerned, the 
much discussed intalment plan of buy- 
ing has been the. moving factor in 
bringing about’ a- majority of the 
sales consummated. Where it formerly 
was more advantageous for the fam- 
ily of ordinary: means to lease an 
apartment and collect rent receipts, 
the advance in rentals has made it 
cheaper to buy and join the ranks of 
the owners than to be a tenant.”’

Court Decides Interesting Case 
Regarding Possession After 
Arrears in Rent. 





An interesting legal case involving 
the question of a lease was recently 
decided in favor of the tenant of the 
building 109 Nassau Street hy Justice 
George L. Genung.

The lease provided: If the tenant 
shall make default in the payment of 
the rent, or in thé pgrformance of any 
of the covenants or ‘conditions, and if 
said default shall continue for sixty 
days, the lease and the term granted 
shall, at the.option of the landlord, 
cease and the Jandlord may give to the 
tenant notice of intention to end the 
term of the lease, and thereupon the 
lease and the term t shall 
cease, and the landlo may imme- 
diately, or at any time thereafter, re- 
enter the premises.”” The landlord 
served such a notice on Sept. 26, 1924, 
saying the tenant had been in default 
fer sixty days and demanding that he 
surrender the premises immediately. 
The opinion holds that such a notice 
after the period stated, rather: than 
before the period stated, in which the 
tenant is in default, provides a con- 
dition, with remedy of ejectment, 
rather than conditional limitation, 
with remedy of summary proceedings, 
The petition was therefore dismissed 
and the' final order made, awarding 
possession of the premises to. the 
tenant.

Speeds Always Uniform and Stops 
Made at Even Keel at the 
Designated Floor. 


There was a time in New: York City 
when the average thoughtful man who 
‘was charitably inclined used to give 
his old gloves to elevator men. The 
constant operation of a lever control 
with one hand. and the opening and 
closing of gates with the other played 
havoc with many pairs of gloves a 
month. But a new era is coming in, 
that of signal éontrol elevators, which 
eliminate almost all physical endeavor 
on the part of the operators, and 
leave the charitably inclined with their 
old gloves, so to speak, on their hands. 

Thirty-two of these new elevators 
‘will be installed in the Graybar Build- 
ing, on Lexington Avenue, from Forty- 
third to Forty-fourth Street. These 
elevators start, move and stop auto- 
matically at the will of the passenger 
instead of the operator. 

This elevator can do everything but 
think. It can never make any of those 
wrong guesses as to your intentions 
with which many elevator operators 
now infuriate you. It obeys buttons. 
If the proper button has been pushed, 
it never ignores you, and never car- 
ries you beyond your floor. 

Moreover, this elevator accelerates 
and retards its speed without any in- 
terference on the part of the operator. 
There are in its movement no sudden 
jerks upward nor dizzy drops of the 
kind which make you feel as if you 
had left important parts of your in- 
ternal workings either somewhere 
near the roof or down in the second 
subcellar. It travels always at con- 
stant speeds, its retardation is smooth, 
rapid and automatic. The air pressure, 
which varies at different altitudes, is 
the only real physical change one un- 
dergoes. 

Button System Used. 

The operator of this new type of ele- 
vators is interesting. Whe. you enter 
on the ground floor you tell the opera- 
tor what floor you want, he presses a 
button, and the elevator does the rest. 

When ‘the signal control elevator gets 
within a certain distance of the first 
floor, at which at has been com- 
manded by the button to stop, it slows 
down, halts on a level with the sill,’ 
and, without the use of hands, the 
outer and inner doors roll back. After 
you have stepped out the operator has 
the arduous task of pressing a lever 
to close these doors, and at the same 
time to inform the elevator that it 
is free to proceed on its self-conducted 
trip. This is the only physical effort 
he is called upon to make. 

This elevator remembers for ydt not 
only when you are in the car, but it 
keeps track of your wishes when 
78 are waiting in the hallway for 

ansportation up or down. If you 
push the button on your floor the car 
either stops and takes you:on or, if !t 
is full, the signal informs the next 
car of your wishes. The signal from 
your floor remains in force until an 
elevator has stopped: and taken you. 
The only way a full elevator can get 
past you is for the operator to push 
the by-pass button installed in each 
car for this purpose. Instead of whiz- 


transportation and gives the maximum 
of satisfaction. It makes for the maxi- 
mum-of gafety, since it always stops 
on a level with the sill, and there is 
no tripping hazard. 

Some interesting calculations had to 
be “made before~ thé decision was 
reached to install four banks of eight 
cars each in the new Graybar Build- 
ing. The Otis elevator concern, which 
makes these cars, found from the 
study of many big buildings that in 
the average structure tHere is one in- 


habitant fcr every nundred square feet 
of rentable area and one for every 
sixty to eighty square feet in buildings 
devoted to one business, such as insur- 
ance offices packed with clerks. There 
is 1,350,000 square feet of rentable 
area in the Graybar Building, and this 
gives it a calculated population of 13,- 
500 persons. 

The first bank of elevators delivers 
and takes on passengers from the first 
to the eight floor, the second from 
the eighth to the sixteenth, the third 
from the sixteenth to the twenty-third 
and the fourth from the twenty-third 
to the twenty-ninth. 

The building, which was designed by 
Sloan & Robertson, and is being erected 
by the Todd, Robertson, Todd Engi- 
neering Corporation, will be thirty 
stories in height. It will have a forty- 
foot concourse on the ground floor 
leading io the main concourse of the 
Grand Central Station and forming its 
eastern approach. 

It is a curious coincidence that the 
first elevator installed in New York, 
in the old Fifth Avenue Hotel, was 
known as a “vertical railroad,” and 
was a very jerky affair. The ‘‘vertical 
railroads’ in this new railroad termi- 
nal building have been so- perfected 
that they can be run at the rate of 
800 feet per minute. :
